A General Introduction to the 
Glorious Qur’an 


INTRODUCTION: 

The Glorious Qur'anis the Word of Allah, the Exalted. It is Allah who revealed 
the wording and content to His Messenger Muhammad csc (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him), and commissioned him, with this 
message, as a mercy for the universe, a bearer of glad tidings, a warner, one 
who invites (people) to Allah by His permission, and a guiding lamp. The 
following is a general introduction to the Glorious Qur’an. 


The Definition of the Glorious Qur'an and explanation of its 
names and descriptions: 

The Glorious Qur’4n is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, which was revealed 
to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
and to whom its words and meanings were inspired. The Glorious Qur'an is 
written in a codex referred to, in Arabic, as the mushaf, and was transmitted 
from one generation to another. Its recitation is an act of worship ( ?badah). 


It is Allah, the Almighty, the Majestic, who named the revelation which He 
revealed to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the Qur'an. Allah, the Exalted said: “Indeed, it is We, Who have 
revealed to you the Qur'an by stages." (Sürat al-Insan, 23). It is important 
to note that it was revealed in stages because its nature is to be read and 
recited, and it is not be neglected. 


Allah, the Exalted, also named it the Book. Allah, the Exalted, says, "Surely, 
We have revealed to you the Book in truth...". This is because it is designed 
to be written. 


Allah, the Exalted, has also described the Glorious Qur'àn as a Criterion, a 
Reminder, a source of Guidance, a Light, a Healing, a Wise Book, and an 
Admonition, among other descriptions which point to its sublimity and the 
perfection of its message. 


The Glorious Qur'an is a revelation from Allah, the Exalted, brought down by 
Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) to the heart of Prophet Muhammad (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him). Allah, the Exalted, says: “And indeed, 
it (the Qur'an) is the revelation of the Lord of the worlds. The Trustworthy 
Spirit has brought it down upon your heart (O Muhammad) that you may be 
of the warners. In clear Arabic language.” (Sürat al-Shu'ara',192-195) 


Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) however, 
is not the first of the Messengers in this respect, for Jibril (peace be upon 
him) used to descend to all the previous Messengers (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon them all) with revelation from Allah, the Exalted. Allah, 
the Glorified, chooses whomever He wills for conveying this great trust. 


Allah, the Exalted, says: “Allah chooses messengers from the angels and 
from mankind. Surely, Allah is All-Hearer, All-Seer.” (Sürat al-Hajj, 75). In 
addition, Allah knows best who is well-suited for it and who is not, for the 
creatures are His own creation. Allah, Glorified be He, has said: “And your 
Lord creates what He wills and chooses.” (Sürat al-Qasas,68) 


The Revelation of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

The commencement of the revelation to the Messenger of Allah, 
Muhammad isi 5it2 (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), began on 
Monday, 17" Ramadan, in the year 610 C.E. in the cave of Hira’, situated in 
one of the mountains of Makkah. It Started when Angel Jibril (peace be upon 
him) descended upon the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him) with these ayat (verses): “Read in the name of your Lord, Who 
has created. He has created man from a clot. Read! And your Lord is the Most 
Generous Who has taught (writing) with the pen. He taught man what he knew 
not". (Strat al-‘Alaq,1-5). These ayat were the first revelation of the Glorious 
Qur'àn to the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him). 


After this unnerving incident, the Prophet iz; £X rushed back to his 
family, trembling with fright and worried about himself. He anxiously 
related the story to his wife, the Mother of the Believers, Khadijah bint 
Khuwaylid (may Allah be pleased with her), and said to her: “I am afraid 
for myself.” She said to him: “No harm will come to you. So rejoice. By 
Allah, Allah will never let you down. You surely honour family ties, you are 
truthful in speech, you stand by the weak, you are hospitable to your guests 
and you help people battling against the vicissitudes, in the way of Truth." 
She then took him to Waraqah ibn Nawfal - a wise and knowledgeable 
relative. *O Uncle! Listen to your nephew,” she said to Waraqah. When 
the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) related 
what he saw, Waraqah said to him: “This is the Namüs'? who had come to 
Moses. How I wish I were a young man! How I wish to be alive when your 
people will drive you out." The Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him) remarked: “Will they drive me out?" Waraqah said: 
“Yes. No one has ever brought the message that you have brought except 
that he was opposed. And if I were to be alive at that time, I would have 
surely supported you strongly." However, Waraqah died shortly thereafter. 


The Glorious Qur'an was not revealed all at once to the Messenger of 
Allah “css, as were the Scriptures of the previous Prophets (peace be 
upon them). Rather, it was revealed piecemeal, over a period of twenty- 
three years. Sometimes an entire chapter or surah would be revealed and 
sometimes some ayat of the surah.

The wisdom in the Glorious Qur'an being revealed piecemeal is evident. 
Through the constant visits of Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) with revelation 
Prophet Muhammad saia, was comforted, strengthened, and supported”. 
This would have made his resolve stronger and firmer when confronting the 
stubbornness of the idolaters and their opposition to what he was sent with at the 
beginning of his mission. Allah, the Exalted said: “And those who disbelieve 
say: ‘Why was the Qur'an not revealed to him all at once? (It was not revealed) 
thus, so that We may strengthen thereby your heart. And We have revealed it to 
you gradually in stages." (Sürat al-Furqan, 32) 


In the piecemeal nature of the revelation of the Glorious Qur'àn, there is yet 
another great educational benefit. The fact that information and injunctions 
were revealed in Stages, meant that the teaching and implementation of 
these religious rulings were also incremental. This was extremely important 
for the new believers. It made it easier for them to learn, understand and 
transform from the darkness of ignorance, disbelief and polytheism that 
pervaded the society, into the light of knowledge, faith, monotheism found 
in the message of the Glorious Qur'àn. 


Writing down of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

One of the most important means of preserving a text is to write it down. 
Any discourse that is not written down is liable to be forgotten. Since the 
Glorious Qur'an was revealed as a guidance for the universe till the end of 
the world, it was necessary for it to be written down. The Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah be upon him) was very particular about writing down the 
Glorious Qur'an, and he ordered some of his literate Companions to write it. 
He appointed them scribes to write down the revelation. The most famous of 
these scribes was Zaid ibn Thabit al-Ansari?. 


Every time a revelation came to the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him), he would memorize it, then dictate what was revealed to 
him to one of the scribes of revelation. He would tell the scribes, “Place 
this ayah in the surah in which such-and-such subject is mentioned,”® and 
he would name the sarah for them, and direct them to write the ayat in it. 
Then he would direct the Companions to learn and memorize what was 
revealed from the Glorious Qur'àn. Thus, the Glorious Qur'an, in its 
entirety, was written during his lifetime (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), on pieces of paper and cloth”.

Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) also used to collate the Glorious Qur'an 
with the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) once every 
year, and in the year in which the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him) passed away, he collated it with him twice, checking the order of 
its ayat and sürahs which was as it is in the Mushaf or codex, which is in use 
today amongst the Muslims. This is a fulfillment of the words of Allah, the 
Exalted, “Indeed, it is for Us to collect it and to grant you (O Muhammad) 
the ability to recite it. So, when We have recited it (to you O Muhammad 
through Jibril) then follow its recitation.” (Strat al-Qiyamah, 17-18). It is 
also in fulfillment of the words of Allah, the Exalted, “We shall make you 
recite, so you (O Muhammad) shall not forget." (Sürat al-A*la: 6). 


Writing down the Glorious Qur'an in the form of a book: 


After the death of the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the rightly-guided Caliph, Abü Bakr (may Allah be pleased with 
him) ordered the writing down of the Glorious Qur'an in organized pages. 
This was so that nothing of the Qur'an might be lost by the death of those 
who had memorized the Glorious Qur'an, or the disintegration of the pieces 
of cloths and paper on which it was written. The one who undertook this 
important work was the scribe of revelation, Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be 
pleased with him). After revising the copy of the Glorious Qur'àn prepared 
by him and ensuring that it is in agreement with what was written on the 
pieces of cloth and paper, and what was memorized by heart, this copy 
was placed in the house of Abū Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with 
him), until he passed away. It was then moved to the house of the second 
Caliph, ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (may Allah be pleased with him), then, after 
his death, it was preserved in the house of the Mother of the Believers, 
Hafsah bint ‘Umar (may Allah be pleased with her). 


When Islam spread far and wide, Muslims were in need of copies of the 
Glorious Qur'àn from which to recite. Some of the Companions pointed 
out to the third rightly-guided Caliph, *Uthman ibn ‘Affan (may Allah 
be pleased with him) the necessity of preparing a standard copy of the 
Glorious Qur'àn which all the Muslims can follow in their recitation. So, 
he ordered a literate group of people, who had memorized the Glorious 
Qur'an, to carry out this task. Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be pleased 
with him) was appointed to head this group. They did so on the basis of 
the pages on which the Glorious Qur'an was copied during the time of 
Abü Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with him). They copied those 
pages and put them together into one mushaf or codex. They made several

copies of it, and a copy was sent to each of the major Islamic cities, and 
the Muslims were ordered to makes copies from it. All the known copies of 
the Glorious Qur'àn available in the world today, whether they are hand- 
written manuscripts or printed copies, are from those copies which were 
copied and sent to the various cities. There were no differences among them 
in their texts nor in the order of the sūrahs and ayat. 


Till today, Muslims have paid careful attention to the printing of the 
Noble Mushaf, keeping abreast of all the new methods, techniques, and 
tools of printing, in order to achieve the highest standard of quality and 
accuracy in the writing of the Qur'anic Text, in the orthography in which it 
was written during the time of the rightly-guided Caliph *Uthman ibn ‘Affan 
(may Allah be pleased with him) known as the *Uthmanic Orthography. 


The King Fahd Glorious Qur'an Printing Complex in Madinah Munawwarah 
is but one of the prominent landmarks which point to the pre-eminent 
attention paid to the Glorious Qur'an, and the love of the authorities in the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia for the Book of Allah the Exalted, their interest 
in its service, and their efforts to facilitate easy access to its copies by the 
Muslims in the most splendid standard of printing, book-binding, quality, 
and perfection. 


The Order of the Sürahs in the Mushaf and its Divisions: 


The Glorious Qur'an begins with Sürat al-Fatihah and ends with Strat an- 
Nas. It is comprised of 114 Sürahs (chapters). The order of the sürahs is 
divinely instituted, i.e. it has been learned from the Prophet icit, and 
is not based on the order of revelation. The first surah to be revealed, for 
example, is Sürat al-‘Alaq. However, its order in the Mushafis 96. The 
Companions learned the order of the ayat and siirahs from the recitation of 
the Glorious Qur'àn by the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him). The Mushaf today is divided into thirty parts (juz 'pl. ajza’ ), every 
part (juz’) is divided into two hizbs, and each hizb is further subdivided into 
four quarters or arbàá's. This division, for the most part, is based on the 
judgment of the scholars and is meant to make the reading of the Glorious 
Qur'an easy for Muslims. 


Learning the Glorious Qur'an: 

Muslims have always paid special attention to learning the Glorious 
Qur'àn, and to memorizing and reciting its text as it was revealed to the 
Messenger of Allah ici. The reciters (qurra’) among the Companions 
of Prophet Muhammad ici, carried out the task of teaching it to 
the tabi ‘tin, (the second generation of Muslims, who had not met Prophet

Muhammad ici). They taught them to read the Qur'ànic text and 
explained to them the meaning of every dyah. Thus, they not only acquired 
the knowledge ofthe Glorious Qur'an, but also learnt to practice its teachings. 
Then, the huffaz (those who know the Glorious Qur'an by heart) among 
the tabi 'în, established schools to teach the recitation of the Glorious Qur'an 
in accordance with what they themselves had learnt from the Companions, 
regarding the various ways ofrecitation, the vocalization of its text, knowledge 
of the number of its words and letters, order of its sūrahs and ayat, the art of 
its recitation, etc. Thus, the Glorious Qur'an has continued, till this day of 
ours, to be learnt, memorized, recited and received by students, through word 
of mouth from their teachers who are huffaz and qurrá' and who teach using 
the pure classical Arabic language of the Glorious Qur'an, as it was revealed 
to the Messenger of Allah icit. 


Some words of the Glorious Qur'àn are pronounced in more than one way. 
This pertains to their morphological forms, pronunciation and grammatical 
Status. The tabi 'un received the science of these variant readings, 
or Qira'at - as they are called - from the gurra’-huffaz from among the 
Companions, who had previously received it from the Prophet iz; ici. 


The most well-known of these readings today are: (a) the reading of ‘Asim, 
transmitted by his student Hafs ibn Sulaiman, (b) the reading of Nafi‘ 
transmitted by his student ‘Uthman ibn 5210, known as Warsh, (c) the 
reading of Abū ‘Amr al-Basri transmitted by his student al-Düri and (d) the 
reading of Nafi‘ transmitted by his student Qalün. 


Commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an: 

The commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an means explaining its 
meanings". No text however, can be fully understood except through the 
knowledge of its meaning and its implication in the context. Allah, the 
Exalted urges the readers of the Glorious Qur'an to understand its meanings 
saying: "(This is) a Book which We have revealed to you, full of blessings, 
that they might reflect upon its ayat and that those of understanding may 
remember." (Sürat Sad, 29). "Reflection" (tadabbur) in Arabic means 
"understanding" (tafahhum). 


The Messenger of Allah iz: it» used to explain to the Companions 
whatever was not clear to them regarding the meaning of the Glorious 
Qur'an? However, given their mastery of the language at that time and the 
Glorious Qur'an being in their native language, it was not necessary for the 
Companions to ask many questions about the meanings of its ayat. With the 
passing of time however, and the influx of more non-Arabs into Islam, the 
need for commentary (tafsir) increased.

Whatever was reported and transmitted from the Messenger of 
Allah ize, and his Companions and their students from among 
the tabi ‘in, in the area of the commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an, 
formed the nucleus of the science of tafsir. This became known as al- 
tafsir al-ma thür (transmitted commentary) and is considered to be the most 
important means of understanding the Glorious Qur'àn. This is because it 
gives us an indication of how the first generation of Muslims understood 
the Qur'ànic ayat, based both on their mastery of the Arabic Language 
and having witnessed the events and situations that occurred during the 
revelation of the Glorious Qur'an. 


1) Types of tafsir: 

The types of Qur'anic commentaries from the scholars of tafsir, varied 
due to their varying scholarly interests. Therefore, some commentaries 
(tafasir) emerged dealing with linguistic aspects of the Glorious Qur'an. 
Others focussed on matters relating to jurisprudence (fiqh). Another group 
of scholars looked into historical, intellectual, behavioural and other issues 
addressed in the Qur'an. In view of this, scholars have divided tafsir into 
two major categories: 


a) Al-tafsir al-ma thür (transmitted commentary). This is whatever 
has been transmitted from the Messenger of Allah íi, his 


Companions and the tabi 'ün. 


b) Tafsir bi l-ra'y, or tafsir emanating from judgement based on sound 
scholarly foundations. 


2) The best method of tafsīr and its guiding principles: 


Al-tafsir al-ma thür (transmitted commentary) is the preferred kind 
of tafsir of the Glorious Qur'àn, because it has been transmitted from 
the Prophet Asa, or from his Companions and their students from 
among the tabi in. These are undoubtedly the most knowledgeable people 
in the field of Qur'ànic sciences. If, however, the understanding of any 
Qur'anic aya requires additional information which cannot be found in the 
transmitted tafsir, the mufassir (commentator) must follow the following 
guiding principles: 


a) Take into account the authentic reports in the transmitted /afsir, in 
order to understand the meaning of an Gyah, avoiding to propose a 
commentary which contradicts it. 


The tafsir (commentary) must be in agreement with the general 
content which the Glorious Qur'an expounds and which the Prophetic 
traditions (Sunnah) have clarified. Thus, it is not permissible for 
the mufassir (commentator) to come up with a tafsir which conflicts 


with those meanings, because one partof the Glorious Qur'an 
explains what occurs in the other parts, and Qur'anic ayat do not 
contradict each other. The Prophetic traditions (Sunnah) explain, in 
detail, matters which are only addressed in broad term in the Glorious 
Qur'àn. 


Knowledge ofthe principles of Arabic language relating to the meanings 
of words, their different usages and the construction of sentences is 
essential. This is because the Glorious Qur'an is revealed in the Arabic 
language. Consequently, it is imperative that it be understood in the 
light of the principles of the Arabic language. 


The mutashabih ayat (1.e.those which admit ofmorethan one meaning) 
are to be understood in the light of the muhkam ayat (i.e. those which 
have definite connotations). Certain parts of the Glorious Qur'an 
explain other parts. While most of the ayat have definite connotations, 
there are some which are mutashabih and may confuse some readers. 
Therefore, understanding the mutashabih ayat in the light of the 
meanings of muhkam ayat, will help the mufassir in understanding 
their implications and in clarifying their meanings. Allah, the Exalted 
says: "It is He who has revealed to you (O Muhammad) the Book. In 
it are ayat that are entirely clear. They are the foundation of the Book. 
And there are other ayat which admit of more than one meaning. As 
for those with deviation in their hearts, they pursue the ayat which 
admit of more than one meaning seeking thereby (to create) discord 
and with the aim of (finding) an interpretation (suitable to them). 
And no one knows their (true) interpretation except Allah. But those 
who are firmly grounded in knowledge say: ‘We believe in it. All 
(of it) is from our Lord.' And no one will take heed except those of 
understanding". (Sürat Al ‘Imran, 7) 


Drawing upon the established scientific facts when explaining 
the ayat dealing with the universe, while abstaining from dragging 
scientific theories into the commentary, so as not to ascribe to the 
Glorious Qur'àn ideas alien to it. 


Being wary of false interpretations which make the meanings of the 
Word of Allah, the Exalted, far removed from the established principles 
of Islamic jurisprudence (Shari‘ah), and violate the principles of the 
Arabic language. This applies whether or not there is a definite aim of 
distortion, or due to ignorance of the Arabic language and its shades of 
meanings and its variety of usages, or due to assuming erroneous and 
corrupt meanings which are totally foreign to the Word of Allah, the 
Exalted. 


The Inimitability (i jaz) of the Glorious Qur’an: 

Inimitability (a/-i jaz) in the technical usage is: what is beyond one’s ability 
to do in the domains of action, opinion, or plan, while a mu 7izah (miracle) is 
an occurrence meant to prove the authenticity of Prophets and Messengers 
(peace and blessings of Allah be upon them). This term does not occur 
in the Glorious Qur'an. Instead, words like aya (sign) and burhan (proof) 
etc. have been used. 


The Glorious Qur'an is the Word of Allah. So, naturally, there is such a level 
of perfection in its meanings and beauty in its ayat, words and structures 
that renders its authorship beyond the capability of human beings. Allah 
the Exalted says: “Alif, Lam, Ra. (This is) a Book whose ayat have been 
perfected, then explained in detail. (It is) from (One who is) All-Wise, All- 
Aware." (Sürat Hüd, 1) 


The polytheists (of Makkah) tried to create doubts about the source of 
the Glorious Qur'an, and turn people away from it by fabricating lies and 
creating doubts,” so Allah, the Exalted revealed ayat, challenging them to 
produce the like of this Glorious Qur'an, or ten sūrahs, or at least one surah, 
if indeed they were truthful?. However, they were incapable of doing so 
and conceded that it is not possible to imitate the Glorious Qur'àn or to 
produce something similar to it, even though it is in the Arabic language. 
Allah, the Exalted says: “Or do they say: ‘He (Muhammad) has forged it?’ 
Say: ‘Bring then a sarah like it and call (for assistance) whomsoever you 
can besides Allah, if you are indeed truthful.’” (Strat Yünüs, 38) 


The Glorious Qur'àn has declared, loud and clear, the incapability of all 
humans and jinn, of producing the like of the Glorious Qur'an, even if they 
were to support each other: “Say: ‘If all humans and the jinn come together 
in order to produce the like of this Qur'an, they cannot produce the like of 
it, even if they cooperate with each other.” (Sūrat al-Isra’, 88) 


The Glorious Qur'an is a miracle because it is Allah's Words, which do not 
resemble the words of the creations. It is miraculous in its words and content 
including literary expressions and eloquence, information and stories, legal 
rulings and legislation, the depth of psychological and emotional influence 
and the amazing scientific truths. 


Numerous scholars of physics, astronomy, biology, and medicine, etc. are 
astonished by the information contained in the Glorious Qur'an relating 
to scientific facts, and references to the universe which have a bearing on

the sciences of their study and research. These references are couched in 
precise scientific language which is inconceivable to have come from an 
unlettered Messenger, hailing from an unlettered nation and living in a part 
of the world that had no knowledge of any of those phenomena. This led to 
a number of them embracing Islam, for they realized that what is mentioned 
in the Glorious Qur'an is impossible to be the words of a human being. They 
can only be the words of the Creator of the universe and of human beings. 
Many ayat in the Glorious Qur'an also point to the Oneness of Allah, the 
Exalted, and the uniqueness of His handiwork. Allah, the Exalted says: “We 
will show them Our signs in the universe and within themselves until it 
becomes clear to them that this Qur'an is the Truth. Is it not sufficient that 
your Lord is a Witness over all things?" (Fussilat, 53). 


Translation of the Meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

Translation is transferring a text from one language into another). This is 
not free of difficulties because the form and the structure of the sentence 
represent one of the semantic factors of the text, and it may be difficult to 
retain the semantic connotation of that form when translating the text into 
another language”. 


Now, if this is the problem of translating texts written by human beings, 
surely the difficulty of translation will be far greater when the Glorious 
Qur'àn is intended. It is the Word of Allah, revealed by Allah, the Exalted, 
in the Arabic language. Its words and meanings were revealed by Allah, 
the Exalted. So, it is not possible for a human being to claim that he has 
encompassed the meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn in its entirety, or that he 
15 able to restore the formulation of its words as it is exists in the Arabic text. 


Despite the difficulty of translating the Glorious Qur'an however, scholars 
have reiterated the necessity of conveying the Glorious Qur'an and its 
message to all the nations of the world, whatever their languages may be. 
This cannot be realized except by way of translation. 


The translation of the Glorious Qur'an into other languages 15 of two kinds: 


a) Translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an without 
any tafsir (commentary), and is limited to explaining what the words of 
the Qur'ànic text mean. 


An explanatory translation, supported by clarifications and illustrations. 
This type of translation, is in fact the equivalent ofa tafsir (commentary) 
ofthe Glorious Qur'an in a language other than Arabic.

No matter how precise the translation of the meanings of the Glorious 
Qur'àn is, and no matter how proficient the translator might be in both 
the languages, or how knowledgeable he/she might be of the meanings of 
the ayat, surely that translation cannot be called the Qur'an, due to two 
reasons: 


The first is that the Glorious Qur'àn is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, 
revealed in the Arabic language and representing the peak of eloquence and 
perfection. Recreating such a text in a language other than Arabic cannot 
claim to be called the Qur'an. 


The second is that the translation represents the understanding of the 
translator of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn. Looked from this angle, 
it resembles tafsir (commentary), and just as tafsir is not called the Qur'an, 
so too, the translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an cannot be 
called the Qur'an. 


So, in order for the translation of the meanings ofthe Glorious Qur'àn to be 
acceptable, it is imperative that the requirements laid down by the scholars 
for explaining the meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn are met in it. At the 
same time, the translator must be wary of using his translation as a cover for 
spreading incorrect meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn, or meanings which 
are offensive to Muslims. Unfortunately, this is what some Orientalists and 
some so-called Muslims, who hold wrong beliefs which seek to destroy the 
values of the great religion of Islam, and to harm its correct beliefs, and its 
noble shart 'ah laws have done in their translations. 


Based on this premise, the King Fahd Glorious Qur'an Printing Complex 
in Madinah Munawwarah has undertaken the preparation and publication 
of correct translations of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an, with the 
objective of conveying the sublime message of the Glorious Qur'an to non- 
Arabic speaking peoples in their respective languages. 


And indeed, all praise belongs to Allah, the Lord of the worlds, and may 
peace and blessings of Allah always be upon our Prophet Muhammad, his 
family, all of his Companions, and the tabi 'in, and whoever follows them 
in righteousness until the Day of Judgment.

yet you slaughter it in names other than the Name of Allah." He used to say so, for 
he rejected that practice and considered it as something abominable.

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail went to Sham (the region 
comprising Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion 
to follow. 

He met a Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He said, “I 
intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew said, “You 
will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah's Anger." 
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Zaid said, “I do not run away except from Allah's Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if I have the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?" 
He said, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic Monotheism). 
Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He said, “Hanif is the religion of (the Prophet) 
Abraham lai, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to worship 
none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism." Then Zaid went out and met 
a Christian religious scholar and told him the same (as before). The Christian said, 
“You will not embrace our religion unless you get a share of Allah's Curse." Zaid 
replied, “I do not run away except from Allah's Curse, and I will never bear any of 
Allah’s Curse and His Anger if I have the power to avoid them. Will you tell me of 
some other religion?" He replied, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif 
(Islamic Monotheism)." Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He replied “Hanif is the 
religion of (the Prophet) Abraham sii, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, 
and he used to worship none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” When 
Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Abraham, he left that place, and 
when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, “O Allah! I make You my 
Witness that I am on the religion of Abraham". 

Narrated Asma’ bint Ab? Bakr Gaz: I saw Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail standing 
with his back against the Ka ‘bah and saying, “O people of Quraish! By Allah, 
none amongst you is on the religion of Abraham except me." She added: He (Zaid) 
used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his daughter he 
would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” So he would 
take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, *Now if you 
will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed her on your 
behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.169).

He said, “He says, ‘It is a yellow 
cow, bright in its colour, pleasing the 
beholders.” 


They said, “Call upon your Lord 
for us to make plain to us what it is. 
Verily, to us all cows are alike. And 
surely, if Allah wills, we will be 
guided.” 


He [Misa (Moses)] said, “He says, 
‘It is a cow neither trained to till 

the soil nor water the fields, sound, 
having no other colour except bright 
yellow.” They said, “Now you 

have brought the truth.” So they 
slaughtered it though they were near 
to not doing it. 


And (remember) when you killed 
aman and fell into dispute among 
yourselves as to the crime. But Allah 
brought forth that which you were 
hiding. 

So We said: “Strike him (the dead 
man) with a piece of it (the cow).” 
Thus Allah brings the dead to life 
and shows you His Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) so that you may 
understand.

Then, after that, your hearts were 
hardened and became as stones or 
even worse in hardness. And indeed, 
there are stones out of which rivers 
gush forth, and indeed, there are of 
them (stones) which split asunder 

so that water flows from them, and 
indeed, there are of them (stones) 
which fall down for fear of Allah. And 
Allah is not unaware of what you do. 


Do you (faithful believers) covet that 
they will believe in your religion 
inspite of the fact that a party of them 
(Jewish rabbis) used to hear the Word 
of Allah [the Taurat (Torah)], then 
they used to change it knowingly after 
they understood it? 


And when they (Jews) meet those 

who believe (Muslims), they say, “We 
believe", but when they meet one 
another in private, they say, "Shall you 
(Jews) tell them (Muslims) what Allah 
has revealed to you [Jews, about the 
description and the qualities of Prophet 
Muhammad saci, which are 
written in the Taurat (Torah)]", that 
they (Muslims) may argue with you 
(Jews) about it before your Lord?" Have 
you (Jews) then no understanding? 


Know they (Jews) not that Allah 
knows what they conceal and what 
they reveal? 


And there are among them (Jews) 
unlettered people, who know not the 
Book, but they trust upon false desires 
and they but guess.

Yes! Whosoever earns evil and his sin 
has surrounded him, they are dwellers 
of the Fire (i.e. Hell); they will dwell 
therein forever. 


And those who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah—tIslamic Monotheism) and 
do righteous good deeds, they are 
dwellers of Paradise, they will dwell 
therein forever. (See V.2:257) 


And (remember) when We took 
acovenant from the Children of Israel, 
(saying): “Worship none but Allah 
(Alone) and be dutiful and good to 
parents, and to kindred, and to orphans 
and to Al-Masakin"” (the needy), 

and speak good to people (i.e. enjoin 
righteousness and forbid evil, and say 
the truth about Muhammad csset),

Then you slid back, 
except a few of you, while you are 
backsliders”. (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi).

of your (people), nor turn out your 
own people from their dwellings. 
Then, (this) you ratified and (to this) 
you bear witness. 


After this, it is you who kill one 
another and drive out a party of you 
from their homes, assist (their enemies) 
against them, in sin and transgression. 
And if they come to you as captives, 
you ransom them, although their 
expulsion was forbidden to you. Then, 
do you believe in a part of the Scripture 
and reject the rest? Then, what is the 
recompense of those who do so among 
you, except disgrace in the life of this 
world, and on the Day of Resurrection 
they shall be consigned to the most 
grievous torment. And Allah is not 
unaware of what you do. 


Those are they who have bought 
the life of this world at the price of 
the Hereafter. Their torment shall 
not be lightened, nor shall they be 
helped. 


And indeed, We gave Musa (Moses) 
the Book and followed him up with 

a succession of Messengers. And We 
gave ‘Isa (Jesus), the son of Maryam 
(Mary), clear signs and supported him 
with Rüh-ul-Qudus [Jibrail (Gabriel) 
ial]. Is it that whenever there 
came to you a Messenger with what

you yourselves desired not, you grew 
arrogant? Some you disbelieved and 
some you killed. 


And they say, “Our hearts are wrapped 
(i.e. do not hear or understand Allah's 
Word)." Nay, Allah has cursed them 
for their disbelief, so little is that which 
they believe. 


And when there came to them (the 
Jews), a Book (this Qur'an) from 
Allah confirming what is with them 
[the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel)], although aforetime they 
had invoked Allah (for coming of 
Muhammad 45.:{62i)\2) in order 

to gain victory over those who 
disbelieved, then when there came to 
them that which they had recognised, 
they disbelieved in it. So, let the Curse 
of Allah be on the disbelievers. 


How bad is that for which they have 
sold their ownselves, that they should 
disbelieve in that which Allah has 
revealed (the Qur'an), grudging that 
Allah should reveal of His Grace to 
whom He wills of His slaves. So they 
have drawn on themselves wrath upon 
wrath. And for the disbelievers, there 
15 disgracing torment. 


And when it is said to them (the 
Jews), “Believe in what Allah has 
sent down," they say, *We believe in 
what was sent down to us." And they 
disbelieve in that which came after it, 
while it 1s the truth confirming what 
is with them. Say (O Muhammad 
Assails to them): “Why then have 
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you killed the Prophets of Allah 
aforetime, if indeed you have been 
believers?" 


And indeed Misa (Moses) came 

to you with clear proofs, yet you 
worshipped the calf after he left, and 
you were Zàlimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


And (remember) when We took your 
covenant and We raised above you the 
Mount (saying), *Hold firmly to what 
We have given you and hear (Our 
Word).” They said, “We have heard 
and disobeyed.” And their hearts 
absorbed (the worship of) the calf 
because of their disbelief. Say: “Worst 
indeed 15 that which your faith enjoins 
on you, if you are believers." 


Say (to them): *If the home of the 
Hereafter with Allah is indeed for 
you specially and not for others, of 
mankind, then long for death if you 
are truthful.” 


But, they will never long for it 
because of what their hands have 
sent before them (i.e. what they have 
done). And Allah is All-Knower 

of the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


And verily, you will find them (the 
Jews) the greediest of mankind for 
life and (even greedier) than those 
who ascribe partners to Allah (and do 
not believe in Resurrection — Majüs 
(Magians), pagans, and idolaters). 
Everyone of them wishes that he 
could be given a life of a thousand

And this (submission to Allah, Islam) 
was enjoined by Ibrahim (Abraham) 
upon his sons and by Ya'qüb (Jacob) 
(saying), *O my sons!

Narrated ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Umar êziz: The Prophet ici met Zaid ibn ‘Amr 
ibn Nufail in the bottom of (the valley of) Baldah before the descent of any Divine 
revelation to the Prophet ize. A meal was presented to the Prophet ize 
but he refused to eat from it. (Then it was presented to Zaid) who said, “I do not 
eat anything which you slaughter on your Nusub* in the name of your idols, etc. I 
eat only those (animals’ meat) on which Allah’s Name has been mentioned at the 
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[the offspring of the twelve sons of 


time of (their) slaughtering.” Zaid ibn ‘Amr used to criticise the way Quraish used 
to slaughter their animals and used to say, “Allah has created the sheep and He has 
sent the water for it from the sky, and He has grown the grass for it from the earth; 
yet you slaughter it in names other than the Name of Allah." He used to say so, for 
he rejected that practice and considered it as something abominable. 

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail went to Sham (the region 
comprising Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion 
to follow. He met a Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He 
said, “I intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew 
said, “You will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s 
Anger.” Zaid said, “I do not run except from Allah’s Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if I have the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?" He 
said, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic Monotheism).” Zaid 
enquired, “What is Hanif?” He said, “Hanif is the religion of (the Prophet) Ibrahim 
(Abraham) lae, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to worship none 
but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” Then Zaid went out and met a Christian 
religious scholar and told him the same (as before). The Christian said, “You will 
not embrace our religion unless you get a share of Allah’s Curse.” Zaid replied, “I 
do not run except from Allah’s Curse, and I will never bear any of Allah’s Curse 
and His Anger if I have the power to avoid them. Will you tell me of some other 
religion?” He replied, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic 
Monotheism).” Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He replied “Hanif is the religion 
of (the Prophet) ‘Ibrahim (Abraham) Za, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, 
and he used to worship none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” When 
Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Ibrahim (Abraham), he left that 
place, and when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, *O Allah! I make 
You my Witness that I am on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham)". 

Narrated Asma’ bint Ab? Bakr Gaz: I saw Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail standing 
with his back against the Ka ‘bah and saying, “O people of Quraish! By Allah, 
none amongst you is on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham) except me." She added: 
He (Zaid) used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his 
daughter he would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” 
So he would take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, 
*Now, if you will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed 
her on your behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.169).

And divorced women shall wait (as 
regards their marriage) for three 
menstrual periods, and it is not lawful 
for them to conceal what Allah has 
created in their wombs, if they believe 
in Allah and the Last Day. And their 
husbands have the better right to take 
them back in that period, if they wish 
for reconciliation. And they (women) 
have rights (over their husbands as 
regards living expenses) similar (to 
those of their husbands) over them 
(as regards obedience and respect) 

to what is reasonable, but men have 

a degree (of responsibility) over them. 
And Allah is All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


Divorce is twice. After that, either 
you retain her on reasonable terms or 
release her with kindness. And it is 
not lawful for you (men) to take back 
(from your wives) any of your Mahr 
(bridal-money given by the husband 
to his wife at the time of marriage) 
which you have given them, except 
when both parties fear that they 
would be unable to keep the limits 
ordained by Allah (e.g. to deal with 
each other on a fair basis). Then, 1f 
you fear that they would not be able 
to keep the limits ordained by Allah, 
then there is no sin on either of them 
if she gives back (the Mahr or a part 
of it) for her A/-Khul‘ (divorce).

I do not blame Thabit for defects in his 
character or his religion, but I, being a Muslim, dislike to behave in an un-Islamic 
manner (if I remain with him).” On that Allah’s Messenger saeta said (to her),

These are the limits ordained by 
Allah, so do not transgress them. 
And whoever transgresses the limits 
ordained by Allah, then such are the 
Zalimün (wrong-doers). 

And if he has divorced her (the third 
time), then she is not lawful to him 
thereafter until she has married another 
husband. Then, if the other husband 
divorces her, it is no sin on both of 
them that they reunite, provided they 
feel that they can keep the limits 
ordained by Allah. These are the limits 
of Allah, which He makes plain for the 
people who have knowledge. 


And when you have divorced women 
and they are about to fulfill the term 
of their prescribed period, either take 
them back on a reasonable basis or 
set them free on a reasonable basis. 
But do not take them back to hurt 
them, and to treat them unjustly 

and whoever does that, then he has 
wronged himself. And treat not the 
Verses (Laws) of Allah as a jest, 

but remember Allah’s Favours on 
you (i.e. Islam), and that which He 
has sent down to you of the Book 
(i.e. the Qur'an) and A/-Hikmah (the 
Prophet's Sunnah — legal ways — 
Islamic jurisprudence) whereby He 
instructs you. And fear Allah, and 
know that Allah is All-Knower of 
everything. 
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*Will you give back the garden which your husband has given you (as Mahr)?" 
She said, “Yes.” Then the Prophet saete said to Thabit, “O Thabit! Accept 
your garden, and divorce her once." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No.197). 

* 'ALKhul' Ji means the parting of a wife from her husband by giving him 


a certain compensation. 
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And when you have divorced women 
and they have fulfilled the term of 
their prescribed period, do not prevent 
them from marrying their (former) 
husbands, if they mutually agree on a 
reasonable basis. This (instruction) is 
an admonition for him among you who 
believes in Allah and the Last Day. 
That is more virtuous and purer for 
you. Allah knows and you know not. 


The mothers shall give suck to their 
children for two whole years, (that 

is) for those (parents) who desire to 
complete the term of suckling, but the 
father of the child shall bear the cost 
of the mother's food and clothing on 
a reasonable basis. No person shall 
have a burden laid on him greater than 
he can bear. No mother shall be treated 
unfairly on account of her child, nor 
father on account of his child. And 

on the (father's) heir is incumbent the 
like of that (which was incumbent 

on the father). If they both decide on 
weaning, by mutual consent, and after 
due consultation, there is no sin on 
them. And if you decide on a foster 
suckling-mother for your children, 
there is no sin on you, provided you 
pay (the mother) what you agreed (to 
give her) on a reasonable basis. And 
fear Allah and know that Allah is 
All-Seer of what you do. 


And those of you who die and leave 
wives behind them, they (the wives) 
shall wait (as regards their marriage) 
for four months and ten (days). 
Then, when they have fulfilled their 
term, there is no sin on you if they 
(the wives) dispose themselves 
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in a just and honourable manner 
(i.e. they can marry). And Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


And there is no sin on you if you make 
a hint of betrothal to women or conceal 
it in yourselves. Allah knows that 

you will remember them. However, 

do not make a promise (of contract) 
with them in secret except that you 
speak an honourable saying (according 
to the Islamic law)”. And do not 
consummate the marriage until the term 
prescribed is fulfilled. And know that 
Allah knows what is in your minds, so 
beware of Him. And know that Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Forbearing. 


There is no sin on you, if you divorce 
women while yet you have not touched 
(had sexual relation with) them, 

nor appointed to them their Mahr 
(bridal-money given by the husband to 
his wife at the time of marriage). But 
bestow on them (a suitable gift), the 
rich according to his means, and the 
poor according to his means, a gift of 
a reasonable amount is a duty on the 
doers of good. 


And if you divorce them before you 
have touched (had a sexual relation 
with) them, and you have appointed 
to them the Mahr, then (pay) half 

of that (Mahr), unless they (the 
women) agree to forego it, or he 

(the husband), in whose hands is the 
marriage tie, agrees to forego (and 
give her full appointed Mahr). And to 
forego (and give her the full Mar) is

And those of you who die and leave 
behind wives should bequeath for 
their wives a year's maintenance and 
residence without turning them out, 
but if they (wives) leave, there is no 
sin on you for that which they do of 
themselves, provided it is honourable 
(e.g. lawful marriage).

‘Arsh (Throne) and it is at the level of the Feet. [Fatawa Ibn Taimiyah, Vol.5, 
Pages 54,55]. 

Narrated Abu Hurairah zzáizs: Allah’s Messenger saet. ordered me to guard 

the Zakat revenue of Ramadan. Then somebody came to me and started stealing 

of the foodstuff.

Likewise saints, graves, rulers, leaders, etc., are falsely 
worshipped and wrongly followed, but the one who does not accept to be worshipped 
will not be considered as a Taghüt.

One morning the Prophet 
ized said, “Last night two persons (angels) came to me (in a dream) and 
woke me up and said to me, ‘Proceed!’ I set out with them and we came across 
aman lying down, and behold, another man was standing over his head, holding 
a big rock. Behold, he was throwing the rock at the man’s head, smashing it. 
The rock rolled away and the thrower followed it and took it back. By the time 
he reached the man, his head returned to its normal state. The thrower then did 
the same as he had done before. I said to my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! 
Who are these two persons?’ They said, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came 
to a man lying in a prone position, and another man standing over his head with 
an iron hook, and behold, he would put the hook in one side of the man's mouth 
and tear off that side of his face to the back (of the neck), and similarly tear his 
nose from front to back, and his eye from front to back. Then he turned to the 
other (second) side of the man's face and did just as he had done with the first 
side. He hardly completed that (second) side when the first side returned to its 
normal state. Then he returned to it to repeat what he had done before. I said to 
my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! Who are these two persons?’ They said 
to me, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came across something like a Tannur 
(a kind of baking oven, a pit usually clay-lined for baking bread)." I think the 
Prophet Asai said, “In that oven there was much noise and voices." The 
Prophet zx% added, “We looked into it and found naked men and women, 
and behold, a flame of fire was reaching to them from underneath, and when it 
reached them, they cried loudly. I asked them, ‘Who are these?’ They said to 
me, ‘Proceed!’ And so we proceeded and came across a river." I think he said, 
*— red like blood." The Prophet ici» added, “And behold, in the river 
there was a man swimming, and on the bank there was a man who had collected 
many stones. Behold, while the other man was swimming, he went near him. 
The former opened his mouth and the latter (on the bank) threw a stone into 
his mouth whereupon he went swimming again. Then again he (the former) 
returned to him (the latter), and every time the former returned, he opened his 
mouth, and the latter threw a stone into his mouth, (and so on) the performance 
was repeated. I asked my two companions, ‘Who are these two persons?’ They 
replied, ‘Proceed! Proceed!’ And we proceeded till we came to aman with 
arepulsive appearance, the most repulsive appearance you ever saw aman 
having! Beside him there was a fire, and he was kindling it and running around 
it. I asked my companions, ‘Who is this (man)?’ They said to me, ‘Proceed!

The Prophet ics bought some foodstuff 


on credit for a limited period and mortgaged his armour for it. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 


Vol.3, Hadith No.686). 
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The Messenger (Muhammad 
Acisa:letiie ) believes in what has been 
sent down to him from his Lord, 

and (so do) the believers. Each one 
believes in Allah, His Angels, His 
Books, and His Messengers. (They 
say), “We make no distinction 
between any of His Messengers” — 
and they say, “We hear, and we obey.

(V.3:64) Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: Abu Sufyan narrated to me personally, 
saying, "I set out during the truce that had been concluded between me and 
Allah’s Messenger ici. While I was in Sham, a letter sent by the Prophet 
Acs was brought to Heraclius. Dihya Al-Kalbi had brought and given it 
to the governor of Busra, and the latter forwarded it to Heraclius. Heraclius 
said, ‘Is there anyone from the people of this man who claims to be a Prophet?’ 
The people replied, ‘Yes,’ so, along with some other Quraishi men, I was 
called and we entered upon Heraclius, and we were seated in front of him. 
Then he said, *Who amongst you is the nearest relative to the man who claims 
to be a Prophet?’ I (Abu Sufyan) replied: ‘I am the nearest relative to him 
from amongst the group.’ So they made me sit in front of him and made my 
companions sit behind me. Then he called upon his translator and said (to him). 
‘Tell them (i.e. Abu Sufyan’s companions) that I am going to ask him (i.e. Abu 
Sufyan) regarding that man who claims to be a Prophet. So, if he tells me a lie, 
they should contradict him (instantly).' By Allah, had I not been afraid that my 
companions would consider me a liar, I would have told lies. Heraclius then said 
to his translator, ‘Ask him: What is his (i.e. the Prophet's) family status amongst 
you?’ I said, ‘He belongs to a noble family amongst us.’ Heraclius said, ‘Was 
any of his ancestors a king?’ I said, ‘No’. He said, ‘Did you ever accuse him of 
telling lies before his saying what he has said?’ I said, ‘No’. He said, ‘Do the 
nobles follow him or the poor people?’ I said, ‘It is the poor who follow him.’ 
He said, ‘Is the number of his followers increasing or decreasing?’ I said, ‘They 
are increasing.’ He said, ‘Does anyone renounce his religion (i.e. Islam) after 
embracing it, being displeased with it?’ I said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘Did you fight 
with him?’ I replied, ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘How was your fighting with him?’ I said, 
‘The fighting between us was undecided and victory was shared by him and us 
in turns. He inflicts casualties upon us and we inflict casualties upon him.’ He 
said, ‘Did he ever betray?’ I said, “No, but now we are away from him in this 
truce and we do not know what he will do in it.” Abu Sufyan added, “By Allah, 
I was not able to insert in my speech a word (against him) except that. Heraclius 
said, ‘Did anybody else (amongst you) ever claim the same (i.e. to be Allah’s 
Prophet) before him?’ I said, ‘No’. Then Heraclius told his translator to tell me 
(i.e. Abu Sufyan), ‘I asked you about his family status amongst you, and you 
told me that he comes from a noble family amongst you. Verily, all Messengers 
come from the noblest family among their people. Then I asked you whether any 
of his ancestors was a king, and you denied that. Thereupon I thought that had 
one of his forefathers been a king, I would have said that he (i.e. Muhammad 
Jafe) was seeking to rule the kingdom of his forefathers. Then I asked you 
regarding his followers, whether they were the noble or the poor among the 
people, and you said that they were only poor (who follow him). In fact, such 
are the followers of the Messengers. Then I asked you whether you have ever 
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if they turn away, say: “Bear witness | 


accused him of telling lies before he said what he said, and your reply was in 
the negative. Therefore, I took for granted that a man who did not tell a lie about 
others, could never tell a lie about Allah. Then I asked you whether anyone of 
his followers had renounced his religion (i.e. Islam) after embracing it, being 
displeased with it, and you denied that. And such is faith when its delight enters 
the heart and mixes with it completely. Then I asked you whether his followers 
were increasing or decreasing. You claimed that they were increasing, that is 
the way of true faith till it is complete. Then I asked you whether you had ever 
fought with him, and you claimed that you had fought with him and the battle 
between you and him was undecided and the victory was shared by you and 
him in turns; he inflicted casualties upon you and you inflicted casualties upon 
him. Such is the case with the Messengers, they are put to trials and the final 
victory is for them. Then I asked you whether he has ever betrayed anyone; you 
claimed that he had never betrayed. Indeed, Messengers never betray. Then I 
asked you whether anyone had said this statement before him; and you denied 
that.

from amongst you. If I were certain that I can reach him, I would like to meet 
him and if I were with him, I would wash his feet; and his kingdom will expand 
(surely) to what is under my feet.’ Then Heraclius asked for the letter of Allah’s 
Messenger iz; i and read it, wherein was written: 

In the Name of Allah, the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 

(This letter is) from Muhammad, Messenger of Allah, to Heraclius, the sovereign 
of Byzantine. 

Peace be upon him who follows the Right Path. Now then, I call you to embrace 
Islam. Embrace Islam and you will be saved (from Allah’s punishment); embrace 
Islam, and Allah will give you a double reward, but if you reject this, you will be 
responsible for the sins of all the people of your kingdom: (Allah’s Statement): 
“O people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians)! Come to a word that is just 
between us and you, that we worship none but Allah (Alone)... bear witness that 
we are Muslims.” (3:64). 

“When he finished reading the letter, voices grew louder near him and there was 
a great hue and cry, and we were ordered to go out.” Abu Sufyan added, “While 
coming out, I said to my companions, ‘The matter of Ibn Abu Kabshah* (i.e. 
Muhammad ize) has become so prominent that even the king of Banu 
Al-Asfar (i.e. the Romans) is afraid of him.’ So I continued to believe that Allah’s 
Messenger ici would be victorious, till Allah made me embrace Islam."

Indignity is put over them wherever

Verily, those who purchase disbelief 
at the price of Faith, not the least 
harm will they do to Allah.

You shall certainly be tried and 
tested in your wealth and properties 
and in your personal selves, and you 
shall certainly hear much that will 
grieve you from those who received 
the Scripture before you (Jews and 
Christians) and from those who 
ascribe partners to Allah; but if you 
persevere patiently, and become 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious — See V.2:2) 
then verily, that will be a determining 
factor in all affairs (and that is from 
the great matters to which you must 
hold on with all your efforts).

There is a share for men and a share 
for women from what is left by 
parents and those nearest related, 
whether the property be small or large 
— a legal share. 


And when the relatives and the 
orphans and A4/-Masakin (the needy) 
are present at the time of division, 
give them out of the property, and 
speak to them words of kindness and 
justice. 


And let those (executors and 
guardians) have the same fear in their 
minds as they would have for their 
own, if they had left weak offspring 
behind. So, let them fear Allah and 
speak right words. 


Verily, those who unjustly eat up the 

property of orphans, they eat up only 

fire into their bellies, and they will be 
burnt in the blazing Fire! 


Allah commands you as regards your 
children's (inheritance): to the male, 
a portion equal to that of two females; 
if (there are) only daughters, two or

In that which your wives leave, 
your share is a half if they have no 
child; but if they leave a child, you 
get a fourth of that which they leave 
after payment of legacies that they 
may have bequeathed or debts. In 
that which you leave, their (your 
wives) share is a fourth, if you leave 
no child; but if you leave a child, 
they get an eighth of that which 

you leave after payment of legacies 
that you may have bequeathed or 
debts. If the man or woman whose 
inheritance is in question has left 
neither ascendants nor descendants, 
but has left a brother or a sister, each 
one of the two gets a sixth; but if 
more than two, they share in a third, 
after payment of legacies he (or she) 
may have bequeathed or debts, so 
that no loss is caused (to anyone). 
This is aCommandment from Allah; 
and Allah is Ever All-Knowing, 
Most-Forbearing. 


These are the limits (set by) Allah 
(or ordainments as regards laws 
of inheritance), and whosoever 
obeys Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad gael) will be 
admitted to Gardens under which 
rivers flow (in Paradise), to abide 
therein, and that will be the great 
success.

And how could you take it (back) 
while you have gone in unto each 
other, and they have taken from you 
a firm and strong covenant? 


And marry not women whom 
your fathers married, except what 
has already passed; indeed it was 
shameful and most hateful, and an 
evil way.

Then it will be said to them, “What do you want 
now?" They will say what the former people have said (and will be thrown in 
the Hell-fire like the Jews). Then, when there remain (in the gathering) none 
but those who used to worship Allah [Alone; the real Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists)], whether they were obedient or disobedient. 
Then Allah, [the Lord of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all that exists)], will 
come to them in a shape nearest to the picture they had in their minds about 
Him. It will be said, *What are you waiting for? Every nation has followed 
what it used to worship.” They will reply, “We left the people in the world 
when we were in great need of them and we did not take them as friends.

Since then the creation of Adam’s (offspring) (i.e. stature of human beings) is 
being diminished continuously up to the present time.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, 


Hadith No. 246). 


* “His Image” means that Adam has been bestowed with life, knowledge, power 
of hearing, seeing, understanding, but the features of Adam are different 
from those of Allah, only the names are the same, e.g., Allah has life and 
knowledge and power of understanding, and Adam also has them, but there is 
no comparison between the Creator and the created thing. As Allah says in the 
Qur’an: “There is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” 
(V.42:11), Allah does not eat or sleep, while Adam used to eat and sleep (for 
details See Fath Al-Bari, Vol. 6, Page 108,9 and Vol.13, Page 238,9). 
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Allah! La ilaha illa Huwa (none has 
the right to be worshipped but He). 
Surely, He will gather you together on 
the Day of Resurrection, about which 
there is no doubt. And who is truer in 
statement than Allah? 


Then what is the matter with you 

that you are divided into two parties 
about the hypocrites? Allah has cast 
them back (to disbelief) because of 
what they have earned. Do you want 
to guide him whom Allah has made 
to go astray? And he whom Allah has 
made to go astray, you will never find 
for him any way (of guidance). 


They wish that you reject Faith, as they 
have rejected Faith, and thus that you 
all become equal (like one another). 

So take not Auliya’ (protectors or 
friends) from them, till they emigrate 
in the Way of Allah (to Muhammad 
izafe). But if they turn back (from 
Islam), take (hold of) them and kill 
them wherever you find them, and take 
neither Auliyà ' (protectors or friends) 
nor helpers from them. 


Except those who join a group, 
between you and them there is a treaty

ordained that) he must set free 

a believing slave and a compensa- 
tion (blood-money, i.e. Diya) be 
given to the deceased’s family, 
unless they remit it. If the deceased 
belonged to a people at war with you 
and he was a believer, the freeing of 
a believing slave (is prescribed); and 
if he belonged to a people with whom 
you have a treaty of mutual alliance, 
compensation (blood-money, i.e. 
Diyah) must be paid to his family, 
and a believing slave must be freed. 
And whoso finds this (the penance 
of freeing a slave) beyond his means, 
he must fast for two consecutive 
months in order to seek repentance 
from Allah.

party come up which have not yet 
prayed, and let them pray with you 
taking all the precautions and bearing 
arms. Those who disbelieve wish, 

if you were negligent of your arms 
and your baggage, to attack you 

in a single rush, but there 1s no sin 
on you if you put away your arms 
because of the inconvenience of rain 
or because you are ill, but take every 
precaution for yourselves. Verily, 
Allah has prepared a humiliating 
torment for the disbelievers™. 


When you have finished A5-Salat (the 
congregational prayer), remember 
Allah standing, sitting down, and 
(lying down) on your sides, but when 
you are free from danger, perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat). Verily, 
As-Salàt (the prayer) is enjoined on 
the believers at fixed hours. 

And don't be weak in the pursuit 

of the enemy; if you are suffering 
(hardships) then surely, they (too) 

are suffering (hardships) as you are 
suffering, but you have a hope from 
Allah (for the reward, i.e. Paradise) 
that for which they hope not; and 
Allah is Ever All-Knowing, All-Wise.

Narrated Abu ‘Amir or Abu Malik Al-Ash‘ari that he heard the Prophet Acide 
saying, “From among my followers there will be some people who will consider 
illegal sexual intercourse, the wearing of silk, the drinking of alcoholic drinks, 
and the use of musical instruments as lawful. And (from them), there will be some

Shaitàn (Satan) wants only to excite 
enmity and hatred between you with 
intoxicants (alcoholic drinks) and 
gambling, and hinder you from the 
remembrance of Allah and from 
As-Salat (the prayer). So, will you not 
then abstain? 


And obey Allah and the Messenger 
(Muhammad åsa), and beware 
(of even coming near to drinking or 
gambling or A/-Ansab, or Al-Azlam, 
etc.) and fear Allah. Then, if you 
turn away, you should know that it 1s 
Our Messenger's duty to convey (the 
Message) in the clearest way. 


Those who believe and do righteous 
good deeds, there is no sin on them 
for what they ate (in the past), if they 
fear Allah (by keeping away from His 
forbidden things), and believe and do 
righteous good deeds, and again fear 
Allah and believe, and once again fear 
Allah and do good deeds with /hsan 
(perfection). And Allah loves the 
good-doers. 


O you who believe! Allah will 
certainly make a trial of you with 
something in (the matter of) the game 
that is well within the reach of your 
hands and your lances, that Allah may 
test him who fears Him unseen.

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Allah's Messenger saká said, “Once three persons 
(from the previous nations) were travelling, and suddenly it started raining and 
they took shelter in a cave. The entrance of the cave got closed (suddenly by the 
falling of a huge rock) while they were inside. They said to each other, ‘O You! 
Nothing can save you except the truth, so each of you should ask Allah's Help by 
referring to such a deed as he thinks he did sincerely (1.e., just for gaining Allah’s 
Pleasure).’ So one of them said, “O Allah! You know that I had a labourer who 
worked for me for one Farag (i.e. three Sa‘) of rice, but he departed, leaving it (i.e. 
his wages). I sowed that Faraq of rice and with its yield I bought cows (for him). 
Later on when he came to me asking for his wages, I said (to him), *Go to those 
cows and drive them away.’ He said to me, ‘But you have to pay me only a Faraq 
of rice.’ I said to him, ‘Go to those cows and take them, for they are the product of 
that Farag (of rice).’ So he drove them. O Allah! If you consider that I did that for 
fear of You, then please remove the rock.' The rock shifted a bit from the mouth 
of the cave. The second one said, ‘O Allah, You know that I had old parents whom 
I used to provide with the milk of my sheep every night. One night I was delayed 
and when I came, they had slept, while my wife and children were crying with 
hunger. I used not to let them (i.e. my family) drink unless my parents had drunk 
first. So I disliked to wake them up and also disliked that they should sleep without 
drinking it, I kept on waiting (for them to wake) till it dawned. O Allah! If You 
consider that I did that for fear of You, then please remove the rock.’ So the rock 
shifted and they could see the sky through it. The (third) one said, ‘O Allah! You 
know that I had a cousin (i.e. my paternal uncle's daughter) who was most beloved 
to me and I sought to seduce her, but she refused, unless I paid her one-hundred 
Dinars (i.e. gold pieces). So, I collected the amount and brought it to her, and she 
allowed me to sleep with her. But, when I sat between her legs, she said, “Be afraid 
of Allah, and do not deflower me but legally.’ ‘I got up and left the hundred Dinars 
(for her). O Allah! If You consider that I did that for fear of You then please 
remove the rock." So Allah released them (removed the rock) and they came out 
(of the cave)." [This Hadith indicates that one can only ask Allah for help directly 
or through his performed good deeds. But, to ask Allah through the dead or absent 
(prophets, saints, spirits, holy men, angels) is absolutely forbidden in Islam and it 
is a kind of polytheism]. (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 671).

And they swear their strongest oaths 
by Allah, that if there came to them 
asign, they would surely believe 
therein. Say: "Signs are but with Allah 
and what will make you (Muslims) 
perceive that (even) if it (the sign) 
came, they would not believe?"

Eat not (O believers) of that (meat) 

on which Allah's Name has not

And certainly, the Shayatin (devils) do 
inspire their friends (from mankind) to 
dispute with you, and if you obey them“

He said, “The 
first thing of the human body to putrefy is the abdomen, so he who can eat 
nothing but good food (Halal and earned lawfully) should do so, and he who 
does as much as he can that nothing intervenes between him and Paradise by 
not shedding even a handful of blood, (i.e. murdering) should do so.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 266). 

Narrated Anas ibn Malik #4455: While the Prophet isai and I were coming 
out of the mosque, a man met us outside the gate. The man said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! When will be the Hour?" The Prophet $2544- asked him, “What 
have you prepared for it?” The man became afraid and ashamed and then said, 
*O Allah's Messenger! I haven't prepared for it much of Saum (fast), Salat 
(prayers) or charitable gifts but I love Allah and His Messenger." The Prophet 
inai said, “You will be with the one whom you love." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Vol. 9, Hadith No. 267). 

Narrated Abu Dharr zzáis: Once I went to him (the Prophet icici) and 
he said, “By Allah in Whose Hand my life is (or probably said, “By Allah, 
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The chiefs of those who were 
arrogant among his people said: 
*We shall certainly drive you out, 

O Shu'aib, and those who have 
believed with you from our town, 

or else you (all) shall return to our 
religion." He said: *Even though we 
hate it?" 


“We would have invented a lie against 
Allah if we returned to your religion, 
after Allah has rescued us from it. 
And it is not for us to return to it 
unless Allah, our Lord, should so will. 
Our Lord comprehends all things in 
His Knowledge. In Allah (Alone) 

we put our trust. Our Lord! Judge 
between us and our people in truth, 
for You are the Best of those who 
give judgment.” 


The chiefs of those who disbelieved 
among his people said (to their 
people): “If you follow Shu‘aib, be 
sure then you will be the losers!” 


So the earthquake seized them and 
they lay (dead), prostrate in their 
homes. 


Those who denied Shu‘aib, became as 
if they had never dwelt there (in their 
homes). Those who denied Shu‘aib, 
they were the losers. 
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except whom none has the right to be worshipped)” whoever had camels or 
cows or sheep and did not pay their Zakat, those animals will be brought on 
the Day of Resurrection far bigger and fatter than before and they will tread 
him under their hooves, and will butt him with their horns, and (those animals 
will come in circle): When the last does its turn, the first will start again, and 
this punishment will go on till Allah has finished the judgements amongst the 
people.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 539). 
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Then he (Shu'aib) turned from them 
and said: *O my people! I have 
indeed conveyed my Lord's Messages 
to you and I have given you good 
advice. Then how can I grieve for 

a disbelieving people's (destruction)." 


And We sent no Prophet to any town 
(and they denied him), but We seized 
its people with suffering from extreme 
poverty (or loss in wealth) and loss of 
health (and calamities), so that they 
might humble themselves (and repent 
to Allah). 


Then, We changed the evil for the 
good, until they increased in number 
and in wealth, and said: “Our fathers 
were touched with evil (loss of 
health and calamities) and with good 
(prosperity)." So, We seized them all 
of a sudden while they were unaware. 


And if the people of the towns had 
believed and had the Taqwa (piety), 
certainly, We would have opened 

for them blessings from the heaven 
and the earth, but they denied (the 
Messengers). So, We took them (with 
punishment) for what they used to 
earn (polytheism and crimes). 


Did the people of the towns then feel 
secure against the coming of Our 
punishment by night while they were 
asleep? 


Or, did the people of the towns then 
feel secure against the coming of Our 
punishment in the forenoon while they 
were playing?

Did they then feel secure against the 
Plan of Allah? None feels secure from 
the Plan of Allah except the people 
who are the losers. 


Is it not clear to those who inherit 
the earth in succession from its 
(previous) possessors, that had We 
willed, We would have punished 
them for their sins. And We seal up 
their hearts so that they hear not? 


. Those were the towns whose story 


We relate to you (O Muhammad 
Acsatctii). And there came indeed 
to them their Messengers with clear 
proofs, but they were not to believe in 
that which they had rejected before. 
Thus Allah does seal up the hearts of 
the disbelievers (from every kind of 
religious guidance). 

And most of them We found not true 
to their covenant, but most of them 
We found indeed Fasiqün (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 

Then, after them, We sent Misa 
(Moses) with Our Signs to Fir'aun 
(Pharaoh) and his chiefs, but they 
wrongfully rejected them. So see 
how was the end of the Mufsidün 
(mischief-makers, corrupters). 


And Misa (Moses) said: “O Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh)! Verily, I am a Messenger 
from the Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists). 


“Proper it is for me that I say nothing 
concerning Allah but the truth. Indeed 
I have come to you from your Lord 
with a clear proof. So, let the Children 
of Israel depart along with me.” 
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[Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)] said: “If you have 
come with a sign, show it forth, if you 
are one of those who tell the truth.” 


Then [Misa (Moses)] threw his 
stick and behold! It was a serpent, 
manifest! 


And he drew out his hand, and 
behold! It was white (with radiance) 
for the beholders. 


The chiefs of the people of Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) said: “This is indeed 
a well-versed sorcerer; 


“He wants to get you out of 

your land, so what do you 

advise?” 

They said: “Put him and his brother 
off (for a time), and send callers to 
the cities to collect — 


“That they bring to you all 
well-versed sorcerers.” 


And so the sorcerers came to Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh). They said: “Indeed there 
will be a (good) reward for us if we 
are the victors.” 


He said: “Yes, and moreover you will 
(in that case) be of the nearest (to 
me).” 

They said: “O Musa (Moses)! Either 
you throw (first), or shall we have the 
(first) throw?” 

He [Musa (Moses)] said: “Throw you 
(first).” So when they threw, they 
bewitched the eyes of the people, 

and struck terror into them, and they 
displayed great magic.

And We revealed to Misa (Moses) 
(saying): “Throw your stick,” and 
behold! It swallowed up straight 
away all the falsehood which they 
showed. 


Thus truth was confirmed, and all 
that they did was made of no effect. 


So they were defeated there and 
returned disgraced. 


And the sorcerers fell down 
prostrate. 


They said: “We believe in the Lord 
of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all 
that exists). 


“The Lord of Musa (Moses) and 
Harün (Aaron).” 

Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) said: “You have 
believed in him [Misa (Moses)] 
before I give you permission. Surely, 
this is a plot which you have plotted 
in the city to drive out its people, but 
you shall come to know. 


“Surely, I will cut off your hands and 
your feet from opposite sides, then I 
will crucify you all.” 


They said: “Verily, we are returning 
to our Lord. 


“And you take vengeance on us 
only because we believed in the 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, etc.) of our Lord when they 
reached us! Our Lord! pour out on 
us patience, and cause us to die as 
Muslims.” 

The chiefs of Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) 
people said: “Will you leave Misa 
(Moses) and his people to spread 
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mischief in the land, and to abandon 
you and your gods?" He said: “We 
will kill their sons, and let live 

their women, and we have indeed 
irresistible power over them." 

Misa (Moses) said to his people: 
"Seek help in Allah and be patient. 
Verily, the earth 15 Allah's. He gives 
it as a heritage to whom He wills of 
His slaves; and the (blessed) end is 
for the Muttaqün (the pious — see 
V.2:2).” 

They said: “We (Children of Israel) 
had suffered troubles before you 
came to us, and since you have 
come to us.” He said: “It may be 
that your Lord will destroy your 
enemy and make you successors on 
the earth, so that He may see how 
you act?" 


And indeed We punished the people 
of Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) with years of 
drought and shortage of crops, that 
they might remember (take heed). 


But whenever good came to them, 
they said: “Ours is this.” And if evil 
afflicted them, they ascribed it to 
evil omens connected with Musa 
(Moses) and those with him. Be 
informed! Verily, their evil omens 
are with Allah but most of them 
know not. 

They said [to Misa (Moses)]: 
“Whatever Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) you may bring to us, to work 
therewith your sorcery on us, we 
shall never believe in you.” 
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So, We sent on them: the flood, the 
locusts, the lice, the frogs, and the 
blood (as a succession of) manifest 
signs, yet they remained arrogant, 
and they were of those people 

who were Mujrimün (criminals, 
polytheists, sinners). 

And when the punishment fell on 
them they said: “O Musa (Moses)! 
Invoke your Lord for us because of 
His Promise to you. If you remove 
the punishment from us, we indeed 
shall believe in you, and we shall let 
the Children of Israel go with you." 


But, when We removed the 
punishment from them to a fixed 
term, which they had to reach, 
behold! they broke their word! 


So, We took retribution from them. We 
drowned them in the sea, because they 
denied Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) 
and were heedless about them. 


And We made the people who were 
considered weak to inherit the eastern 
parts of the land and the western 
parts thereof which We have blessed. 
And the fair Word of your Lord was 
fulfilled for the Children of Israel, 
because of their endurance. And We 
destroyed completely all the great 
works and buildings which Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) and his people erected. 


And We brought the Children of 
Israel (with safety) across the sea, 
and they came upon a people devoted 
to some of their idols (in worship). 
They said: “O Musa (Moses)! Make 
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for us an ilah” (a god) as they have 
alihah (gods).” He said: “Verily, 
you are a people who know not (the 
Majesty and Greatness of Allah and 
what is obligatory upon you, i.e. to 
worship none but Allah Alone, the 
One and the Only God of all that 
exists)." 

[Musa (Moses) added:] “Verily, 
these people will be destroyed for 
that which they are engaged in 
(idols-worship). And all that they are 
doing is in vain.” 

He said: “Shall I seek for you an ilah 
(a god) other than Allah, while He 
has given you superiority over the 
‘Alamin (mankind and jinn of your 
time).” 


And (remember) when We rescued 


you from Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) people, 


who were afflicting you with the 
worst torment, killing your sons and 
letting your women live. And in that 
was a great trial from your Lord. 


And We appointed for Misa 
(Moses) thirty nights and added 

(to the period) ten (more), and he 
completed the term, appointed by 
his Lord, of forty nights. And Müsa 
(Moses) said to his brother Harün 
(Aaron): “Replace me among my 
people, act in the Right Way (by 
ordering the people to obey Allah 
and to worship Him Alone) and 
follow not the way of the Mufsidün 
(mischief-makers).” 


a) 
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And when Musa (Moses) came at the 
time and place appointed by Us, and 
his Lord (Allah) spoke to him; he said: 
*O my Lord! Show me (Yourself), 
that I may look upon You." Allah 
said: “You cannot see Me, but look 
upon the mountain; if it stands still 

in its place then you shall see Me." 

So when his Lord appeared to the 
mountain’, He made it collapse to 
dust, and Müsa (Moses) fell down 
unconscious. Then, when he recovered 
his senses, he said: “Glorified are 
You, I turn to You in repentance and I 
am the first of the believers.” 

(Allah) said: “O Misa (Moses) I 
have chosen you above men by My 
Messages, and by My speaking (to 
you). So, hold that which I have 
given you and be of the grateful.” 


And We wrote for him on the Tablets 
the lesson to be drawn from all things 
and the explanation for all things (and 
said): Hold to these with firmness, 
and enjoin your people to take the 
best therein. I shall show you the 
home of A/-Fasiqün (the rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


shall turn away from My Aydt 
(verses of the Qur’an) those who 
behave arrogantly on the earth, 
without a right, and (even) if they see 
all the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), 

they will not believe in them. And 

if they see the way of righteousness 


a) 
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(monotheism, piety, and good deeds), 
they will not adopt it as the Way, 

but if they see the way of error 
(polytheism, crimes and evil deeds), 
they will adopt that way, that is 
because they have rejected Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) and were 
heedless (to learn a lesson) from them. 


Those who deny Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and the Meeting in the 
Hereafter (Day of Resurrection,), vain 
are their deeds. Are they requited with 
anything except what they used to do? 


And the people of Müsa (Moses) 
made in his absence, out of their 
ornaments, the image of a calf (for 
worship). It had a sound (as if it 

was mooing). Did they not see that 
it could neither speak to them nor 
guide them to the way? They took it 
(for worship) and they were Zalimün 
(wrong-doers). 


And when they regretted and saw that 
they had gone astray, they (repented 
and) said: “If our Lord have not 
mercy upon us and forgive us, we 
shall certainly be of the losers.” 


And when Misa (Moses) returned 
to his people, angry and grieved, 
he said: “What an evil thing is 

that which you have done (i.e. 
worshipping the calf) during my 
absence. Did you hasten and go 
ahead as regards the matter of your 
Lord (you left His worship)?” And 
he threw down the Tablets and 
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seized his brother by (the hair of) his 
head and dragged him towards him. 
[Harün (Aaron)] said: *O son of my 
mother! Indeed the people judged 
me weak and were about to kill me, 
so make not the enemies rejoice over 
me, nor put me amongst the people 
who are Zalimiin (wrong-doers).” 


Misa (Moses) said: “O my Lord! 
Forgive me and my brother, and 
admit us into Your Mercy, for you 
are the Most Merciful of those who 
show mercy.” 


Certainly, those who took the calf 
(for worship), wrath from their Lord 
and humiliation will come upon them 
in the life of this world. Thus do We 
recompense those who invent lies. 


But those who committed evil deeds 
and then repented afterwards and 
believed, verily, your Lord, after (all) 
that, is indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


And when the anger of Müsa (Moses) 
was calmed down, he took up the 
Tablets; and in their inscription was 
guidance and mercy for those who 
fear their Lord. 


And Misa (Moses) chose out of his 
people seventy (of the best) men 

for Our appointed time and place of 
meeting, and when they were seized 
with a violent earthquake, he said: 

“O my Lord, if it had been Your Will, 
You could have destroyed them and 
me before; would You destroy us for 
the deeds of the foolish ones among 
us? It is only Your Trial by which

You lead astray whom You will, and 
keep guided whom You will. You are 
our Wali (Protector), so forgive us 
and have Mercy on us: for You are 
the Best of those who forgive. 

“And ordain for us good in this 
world, and in the Hereafter. 
Certainly, we have turned to Y ou." 
He said: (As to) My punishment, I 
afflict therewith whom I will and 
My Mercy embraces all things. That 
(Mercy) I shall ordain for those who 
are the Muttaqün (the pious — See 

V 2:2), and give Zakat; and those 
who believe in Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.); 

Those who follow the Messenger, 

the Prophet who can neither read nor 
write (i.e. Muhammad ics fci) 
whom they find written with them 

in the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel) ®, — he commands them for 
Al-Ma Tif (i.e. Islamic Monotheism 
and all that Islam has ordained); and 
forbids them from A/-Munkar (i.e. 
disbelief, polytheism of all kinds, 

and all that Islam has forbidden); he 
allows them as lawful At-Tayyibat 
(i.e. all good and lawful as regards 
things, deeds, beliefs, persons, foods), 
and prohibits them as unlawful

It is He 
Who gives life and causes death. So, 
believe in Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad isi»), the Prophet 
who can neither read nor write (i.e.

(Gospel) and also Allah's Word: “Be!” 
— and he was, i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus) son of 
Maryam (Mary), Salik], and follow 
him so that you may be guided®”’.

And of the people of Müsa (Moses) 
there is a community who lead (the 
men) with truth and establish justice 
therewith (i.e. judge among men with 
truth and justice). 


And We divided them into twelve 
tribes (as distinct) nations. We 
revealed to Musa (Moses) when 
his people asked him for water 
(saying): “Strike the stone with 
your stick”, and there gushed forth 
out of it twelve springs, each group 
knew its own place for water. We 
shaded them with the clouds and 
sent down upon them A/-Manna'? 
and the quails (saying): “Eat of 
the good things with which We 
have provided you.” They harmed 
Us not, but they used to harm 
themselves. 


And (remember) when it was 
said to them: “Dwell in this town 
(Jerusalem) and eat therefrom 
wherever you wish, and say, 

*(O Allah) forgive our sins’; and 
enter the gate prostrate (bowing 
with humility). We shall forgive 
you your wrong-doings. We shall 
increase (the reward) for the 
good-doers.” 


But those among them who did 
wrong changed the word that had 
been told to them. So, We sent on 
them a torment from the heaven in 
return for their wrong-doings™.

And ask them (O Muhammad 
Assisii) about the town that was by 
the sea; when they transgressed in the 
matter of the Sabbath (i.e. Saturday): 
when their fish came to them openly on 
the Sabbath day, and did not come to 
them on the day they had no Sabbath. 
Thus We made atrial of them, for they 
used to rebel against Allah’s Command 
(disobey Allah). 

And when a community among them 
said: *Why do you preach to a people 
whom Allah is about to destroy or to 
punish with a severe torment?” (The 
preachers) said: “In order to be free 
from guilt before your Lord (Allah), 
and perhaps they may fear Allah.” 


So, when they forgot the remindings 
that had been given to them, We 
rescued those who forbade evil, but 
We seized those who did wrong with 
a severe torment because they used 
to rebel against Allah’s Command 
(disobey Allah). 

So, when they exceeded the limits of 
what they were prohibited, We said 
to them: “Be you monkeys, despised 
and rejected.” 


And (remember) when your Lord 
declared that He would certainly 
keep on sending against them (i.e. the 
Jews), till the Day of Resurrection, 
those who would afflict them with 
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(V.7:163) See the Qur'an: V.4:154 and its footnote. 


(V.7:166) It is a severe warning to the mankind that they should not disobey what 
Allah commands them to do, and keep far away from what He prohibits them.*

a humiliating torment. Verily, your 
Lord 1s Quick in Retribution (for the 
disobedient, wicked) and certainly 
He 1s Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful 
(for the obedient and those who beg 
Allah’s Forgiveness). 


And We have broken them (i.e. 

the Jews) up into various, separate 
groups on the earth: some of them are 
righteous and some are away from 
that. And We tried them with good 
(blessings) and evil (calamities) in 
order that they might turn (to Allah’s 
Obedience). 


Then, after them, succeeded an (evil) 
generation, which inherited the Book, 
but they chose (for themselves) the 
goods of this low life (evil pleasures 
of this world) saying (as an excuse): 
“(Everything) will be forgiven to us.” 
And if (again) the offer of the like 
(evil pleasures of this world) came 
their way, they would (again) seize 
them (would commit those sins). 
Was not the covenant of the Book 
taken from them that they would not 
say about Allah anything, but the 
truth? And they have studied what 

is in it (the Book). And the home of 
the Hereafter is better for those who 
are Al-Muttaqiin (the pious — See 
V.2:2). Do not you then understand? 
And as to those who hold fast to the 
Book (i.e. act on its teachings) and 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
certainly, We shall never waste the 
reward of those who do righteous 
deeds.

And (remember) when We raised the 
mountain over them as if it had been 
a canopy, and they thought that it 
was going to fall on them. (We said): 
“Hold firmly to what We have given 
you [i.e. the Taurat (Torah)], and 
remember that which is therein (act 
on its commandments), so that you 
may fear Allah and obey Him." 


And (remember) when your Lord 
brought forth from the Children of 
Adam, from their loins, their seed (or 
from Adam's loin his offspring) and 
made them testify as to themselves

And recite (O Muhammad ici) 
to them the story of him to whom We 
gave Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, etc.), but he threw 
them away; so Shaitan (Satan) 
followed him up, and he became of 
those who went astray.

And had We willed, We would surely 
have elevated him therewith, but he 
clung to the earth and followed his 
own vain desire. So, his parable is 
the parable of a dog: if you drive him 
away, he lolls his tongue out, or if 
you leave him alone, he (still) lolls 
his tongue out. Such is the parable 

of the people who reject Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.). So, relate the 
stories, perhaps they may reflect. 


Evil is the parable of the people who 
rejected Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses and signs, etc.), and used to 
wrong their ownselves.

who has built a house but has not completed its roof; nor a man who has sheep or 
she-camels and is waiting for the birth of their young ones.’ So, the Prophet carried 
out the expedition and when he reached that town at the time or nearly at the time 
of the ‘Asr prayer, he said to the sun, *O sun! You are under Allah's Order and I am 
under Allah's Order. O Allah! Stop it (1.e. the sun) from setting." It was stopped till 
Allah made him victorious.

Say: “Tell me, if His torment should 
come to you by night or by day, which 
portion thereof would the Mujrimün 
(disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, 
criminals) hasten on?” 


Is it then that when it has actually 
befallen, you will believe in it? What! 
Now (you believe)? And you used 
(aforetime) to hasten it on!” 


Then it will be said to them who 
wronged themselves: “Taste you 
the everlasting torment! Are you 
recompensed (aught) save what you 
used to earn?” 


And they ask you (O Muhammad 
izafe) to inform them (saying): 
“Ts it true (i.e. the torment and the 
establishment of the Hour — the Day 
of Resurrection)?” Say: “Yes! By my 
Lord! It is the very truth! and you 
cannot escape it!” 
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And if every person who had wronged 
(by disbelieving in Allah and by 
worshipping others besides Allah) 
possessed all that is on the earth and 
sought to ransom himself therewith 

(it would not be accepted), and they 
would feel, in their hearts, regret 
when they see the torment, and they 
will be judged with justice, and no 
wrong will be done to them". 


No doubt, surely, all that is in the 
heavens and the earth belongs to 
Allah. No doubt, surely, Allah's 
Promise is true. But most of them 
know not. 


It is He Who gives life, and causes 
death, and to Him you (all) shall return. 


O mankind! There has come to you 

a good advice from your Lord (i.e. 

the Qur'an, enjoining all that is good 
and forbidding all that 15 evil), and 

a healing for that (disease of ignorance, 
doubt, hypocrisy and differences) 
which is in your breasts, — guidance 
and mercy (explaining lawful and 
unlawful things) for the believers. 


Say: “In the Bounty of Allah, and in His 
Mercy (i.e. Islam and the Qur'an); — 
therein let them rejoice." That 1s better 
than what (the wealth) they amass. 


Say (O Muhammad sae e to these 
polytheists): *Tell me, what provision 
Allah has sent down to you! And you 
have made of it lawful and unlawful." 
Say (O Muhammad sales): “Has

(Tafsir At-Tabari). 


No doubt! Verily, the Auliya’ of Allah 
[i.e. those who believe in the Oneness 
of Allah and fear Allah much (abstain 
from all kinds of sins and evil deeds 
which he has forbidden), and love 
Allah much (perform all kinds of 
good deeds which He has ordained)], 
no fear shall come upon them nor 
shall they grieve”.

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Those who believed (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism), 
and used to fear Allah much (by 
abstaining from evil deeds and sins 
and by doing righteous deeds). 


For them are glad tidings, in the life 
of the present world” (i.e. through 
arighteous dream seen by the person 
himself or shown to others), and in the 
Hereafter. No change can there be in 
the Words of Allah. This is indeed the 
supreme success. 


And let not their speech grieve you

power and honour belong to Allah. He 
is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 


No doubt! Verily, to Allah belongs 
whosoever is in the heavens and 
whosoever is in the earth. And those 
who worship and invoke others besides 
Allah, in fact they follow not (Allah's 
so-called) partners, they follow only 

a conjecture and they only invent lies. 


He it is Who has appointed for you 
the night that you may rest therein, 
and the day to make things visible (to 
you). Verily, in this are Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) for 

a people who listen (i.e. those who 
think deeply).

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. They (Jews, Christians and pagans) 


say: "Allah has begotten a son 
(children)." Glory is to Him! He is Rich

Say: “Verily, those who invent 
a lie against Allah will never be 
successful” — 


(a brief) enjoyment in this world! 
and then to Us will be their return, 
then We shall make them taste the 
severest torment because they used 
to disbelieve [in Allah, deny His 
Messengers, deny and challenge His 
Ayat (proofs, signs, verses, etc.)].

Did you hear anything from the Prophet saeta about 
An-Najwa?"* Ibn ‘Umar said, “I heard the Prophet isal saying, ‘The believer 
will be brought near his Lord.’” (Hisham, asubnarrator said, reporting the 
Prophet's words), “The believer will come near (his Lord) till his Lord covers him 
with His Screen and makes him confess his sins.

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(V.14:37). The Story of the building of the Ka 'bah in Makkah: 

Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: [On the authority of the Prophet icit (See Fath 
Al-Bari, Vol. 7, Page 210)]. The first lady to use a girdle was the mother of Ismail 
(Ishmael). She used a girdle so that she might hide her tracks from Sarah. Ibrahim 
(Abraham) brought her and her son Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) while she used to nurse him 
at her breast, near the Ka ‘bah under a tree on the spot of Zamzam, at the highest 
place in the mosque. During those days there was nobody in Makkah, nor was 
there any water. So he made them sit over there and placed near them a leather 
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bag containing some dates, and a small water-skin containing some water, and 
set out homeward. Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother followed him saying, “O Ibrahim 
(Abraham)! Where are you going, leaving us in this valley where there is no 
person whose company we may enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?” She 
repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her. Then she asked 
him, “Has Allah ordered you to do so?" He said, “Yes.” She said, “Then He will 
not neglect us,” and returned while Ibrahim (Abraham) proceeded onwards, and 
on reaching the Thaniyyah where they could not see him, he faced the Ka ‘bah, and 
raising both hands invoked Allah saying the following supplication: 

*O our Lord! I have made some of my offspring to dwell in an uncultivable valley 
by Your Sacred House (the Ka ‘bah in Makkah); in order, O our Lord, that they 
may perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat). So fill some hearts among men with 
love towards them, and (O Allah) provide them with fruits, so that they may give 
thanks.’ (V.14:37). 

Isma'il's (Ishmael) mother went on suckling Ismail (Ishmael) and drinking from 
the water (she had). When the water in the water-skin had all been used up, she 
became thirsty and her child also became thirsty. She started looking at him [i.e. 
Isma‘1l (Ishmael)] tossing in agony; she left him, for she could not endure looking 
at him, and found that the mountain of As-Safa was the nearest mountain to her 
on that land. She stood on it and started looking at the valley keenly so that she 
might see somebody, but she could not see anybody. Then she descended from 
As-Safa and when she reached the valley, she tucked up her robe and ran in the 
valley like a person in distress and trouble, till she crossed the valley and reached 
Al-Marwah mountain where she stood and started looking, expecting to see 
somebody, but she could not see anybody. She repeated that (running between 
As-Safa and Al-Marwah) seven times." The Prophet i-i said, “This is the 
source of the tradition of the Sa ‘y (the going) of people between them (i.e. As-Safa 
and Al-Marwah). When she reached A/l-Marwah (for the last time) she heard 
a voice and she asked herself to be quiet and listened attentively. She heard the 
voice again and said, ‘ʻO (whoever you may be)! You have made me hear your 
voice; have you got something to help me?’ And behold! She saw an angel at the 
place of Zamzam, digging the earth with his heel (or his wing), till water flowed 
from that place. She started to make something like a basin around it, using her 
hands in this way and started filling her water-skin with water with her hands, 
and the water was flowing out after she had scooped some of it." The Prophet 
ici added, “May Allah bestow mercy on Isma'il's (Ishmael) mother! Had 
she let the Zamzam (flow without trying to control it) (or had she not scooped from 
that water) (to fill her water-skin), Zamzam would have been a stream flowing on 
the surface of the earth." The Prophet icit further added, “Then she drank 
(water) and suckled her child. The angel said to her, ‘Don’t be afraid of being 
neglected, for this is the House of Allah which will be built by this boy and his 
father, and Allah never neglects His people.’ The House (i.e. Ka ‘bah) at that time 
was on a high place resembling a hillock, and when torrents came, they flowed to 
its right and left. She lived in that way till some people from the tribe of Jurhum or 
a family from Jurhum passed by her and her child, as they (i.e. the Jurhum people) 
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were coming through the way of Kada’. They landed in the lower part of Makkah 
where they saw a bird that had the habit of flying around water and not leaving it. 
They said, ‘This bird must be flying around water, though we know that there is no 
water in this valley.’ They sent one or two messengers who discovered the source 
of water, and returned to inform them of the water. So, they all came (towards 
the water)." The Prophet izai added, *Isma'il's (Ishmael) mother was sitting 
near the water. They asked her, ‘Do you allow us to stay with you?’ She replied, 
*Yes, but you will have no right to possess the water.' They agreed to that." The 
Prophet isal further said, “Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother was pleased with 
the whole situation as she used to love to enjoy the company of the people. So, 
they settled there, and later on they sent for their families who came and settled 
with them so that some families became permanent residents there. The child 
[i.e. Ismail (Ishmael)] grew up and learnt Arabic from them and (his virtues) 
caused them to love and admire him as he grew up, and when he reached the age 
of puberty they made him marry a woman from amongst them. After Isma‘Tl’s 
(Ishmael) mother had died, Ibrahim (Abraham) came after Isma‘Tl’s (Ishmael) 
marriage in order to see his family that he had left before, but he did not find 
Ismail (Ishmael) there. When he asked Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) wife about him, she 
replied, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Then he asked her about their 
way of living and their condition, and she replied, *We are living in misery; we 
are living in hardship and destitution,’ complaining to him. He said, ‘When your 
husband returns, convey my salutation to him and tell him to change the threshold 
of the gate (of his house).' When Isma'il (Ishmael) came, he seemed to have felt 
something unusual, so he asked his wife, ‘Has anyone visited you?’ She replied, 
*Yes, an old man of such and such description came and asked me about you and I 
informed him, and he asked about our state of living, and I told him that we were 
living in a hardship and poverty.’ On that Isma'il (Ishmael) said, ‘Did he advise 
you anything?’ She replied, ‘Yes, he told me to convey his salutation to you and 
to tell you to change the threshold of your gate.’ Isma^il (Ishmael) said, ‘It was 
my father, and he has ordered me to divorce you. Go back to your family.’ So, 
Isma‘il (Ishmael) divorced her and married another woman from amongst them 
(i.e. Jurhum). Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from them for a period as 
long as Allah wished and called on them again but did not find Ismail (Ishmael). 
So he came to Isma‘1l’s (Ishmael) wife and asked her about Ismail (Ishmael). 
She said, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Ibrahtm (Abraham) asked 
her, ‘How are you getting on?’ asking her about their sustenance and living. She 
replied, ‘We are prosperous and well-off (i.e. we have everything in abundance). 
Then she thanked Allah és. Ibrahim (Abraham) said, ‘What kind of food do you 
eat?’ She said, ‘Meat.’ He said, ‘What do you drink?’ She said, ‘Water.’ He said, 
‘O Allah! Bless their meat and water.” The Prophet ici added, “At that 
time they did not have grain, and if they had grain, he would have also invoked 
Allah to bless it." The Prophet zx% added, “If somebody has only these two 
things as his sustenance, his health and disposition will be badly affected, unless 
he lives in Makkah.” The Prophet ici added, “Then Ibrahim (Abraham) 
said to Isma‘Tl’s (Ishmael) wife, ‘When your husband comes, give my regards to

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him and tell him that he should keep firm the threshold of his gate.” When Ismail 
(Ishmael) came back, he asked his wife, ‘Did anyone call on you?’ She replied, 
“Yes, a good-looking old man came to me,’ so she praised him and added. ‘He 
asked about you, and I informed him, and he asked about our livelihood and I told 
him that we were in a good condition.’ Isma‘Tl (Ishmael) asked her, ‘Did he give 
you any piece of advice?’ She said, ‘Yes, he told me to give his regards to you 
and ordered that you should keep firm the threshold of your gate.’ On that Ismail 
(Ishmael) said, ‘It was my father, and you are the threshold (of the gate). He has 
ordered me to keep you with me.’ Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from 
them for a period as long as Allah wished, and called on them afterwards. He saw 
Isma‘il (Ishmael) under a tree near Zamzam, sharpening his arrows. When he saw 
Ibrahim (Abraham), he rose up to welcome him (and they greeted each other as 
a father does with his son or a son does with his father). Ibrahim (Abraham) said, 
‘O Ismail (Ishmael)! Allah has given me an order.’ Isma‘il (Ishmael) said, ‘Do 
what your Lord has ordered you to do.’ Ibrahim (Abraham) asked, ‘Will you help 
me?’ Ismail (Ishmael) said, ‘I will help you.’ Ibrahim (Abraham) said, ‘Allah 
has ordered me to build a house here,’ pointing to a hillock higher than the land 
surrounding it.” The Prophet ijj added, “Then they raised the foundations 
of the House (i.e. the Ka ‘bah). Isma‘il (Ishmael) brought the stones and Ibrahim 
(Abraham) was building; and when the walls became high, Isma‘tl (Ishmael) 
brought this stone and put it for Ibrahim (Abraham) who stood over it and carried 
on building, while Isma‘tl (Ishmael) was handing him the stones, and both of 
them were saying. *O our lord! Accept (this service) from us. Verily, You are the 
All-Hearer the All-Knower.’” (V. 2: 127). 

The Prophet izzicX added, “Then both of them went on building and going 
round the Ka‘bah saying ‘Oour Lord! Accept (this service) from us. Verily, 
You are the All-Hearer, the All-Knower.’” (V.2:127) [Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, 
Hadith No. 583].

When the king got to her, she got up and performed ablution, offered Salat 
(prayer) and said, *O Allah! If I have believed in You and Your Messenger, 
and have guarded my private parts from everybody except my husband, then 
please do not let this disbeliever overpower me.’ On that the king fell in a state 
of unconsiousness (or had an epileptic fit) and started moving his legs. Seeing 
the condition of the king, Sarah said, ‘O Allah! If he should die, the people 
will say that I have killed him.’ The king regained his power, and proceeded 
towards her but she got up again and performed ablution, offered Salat 
(prayer) and said, ‘O Allah! If I have believed in You and Your Messenger 
and have kept my private parts safe from all except my husband, then please 
do not let this disbeliever overpower me.’ The king again fell in a state of 
unconsciousness (or had epileptic fit) and started moving his legs. On seeing 
that state of the king, Sarah said, ‘O Allah! If he should die, the people will 
say that I have killed him.’ The king got either two or three attacks, and after 
recovering from the last attack he said, ‘By Allah! You have sent a Satan to 
me. Take her to Ibrahim (Abraham) and give her Agar (Hagar).' So she came 
back to Ibrahim (Abraham) and said, ‘Allah humiliated the disbeliever and 
gave us a slave-girl for service." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 420)

Allah puts forward the example of (two 
men — a believer and a disbeliever); 

a slave (disbeliever) under the 
possession of another, he has no power 
of any sort, and (the other), a man

Can they be equal? (By no means). All 
praise and thanks are Allah’s. Nay! 
(But) most of them know not. 


And Allah puts forward (another)

good. Is such a man equal to one

And Allah has brought you out from 
the wombs of your mothers while 
you know nothing.

And Allah has made for you in your 
homes an abode, and made for you

He tried to take hold of 
her for the second time, but (his hand got as stiff as or stiffer than before and) 
he was more confounded. He again requested Sārah, “Pray to Allāh for me, 
and I will not harm you,” Sārah asked Allāh again and he became right. He 
then called one of his guards (who had brought her) and said, “You have not 
brought me a human being but have brought me a devil.” The tyrant then gave 
Hajar as a girl-servant to Sarah. Sarah came back [to Ibrāhīm (Abraham)] while 
he was praying. Ibrahim (Abraham), gesturing with his hand, asked, “What 
has happened?" She replied "Allah has spoiled the evil plot of the infidel (or 
immoral person) and gave me Hajar for service". (Abu Hurairah then addressed 
his listeners saying, “That (Hajar) was your mother, O Bani Ma’-is-Sama’ (i.e. 
the Arabs).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 578). 

The idolaters invited Ibrahim (Abraham) to join them in their celebrations 
outside the city, but he refused, claiming that he was sick. When he was left 
alone, he came to their idols and broke them into pieces. When the idolaters 
questioned him, he claimed that he had not destroyed their idols but the chief 
idol had, which Ibrahim (Abraham) left undisturbed and on whose shoulder he 
had put an axe to lay the accusation on it.

We narrate to you (O Muhammad 
isafi) their story with truth: 
Truly, they were young men who 
believed in their Lord (Allah), and We 
increased them in guidance. 


And We made their hearts firm and 
strong (with the light of Faith in Allah 
and bestowed upon them patience to 
bear the separation of their kith and 
kin and dwellings) when they stood 

up and said: *Our Lord is the Lord of 
the heavens and the earth, never shall 
we call upon any ilah (god) other than 
Him; if we had done, we should indeed 
have uttered an enormity in disbelief. 


“These our people have taken for 
worship alihah (gods) other than Him 
(Allah). Why do they not bring for 
them a clear authority? And who does 
more wrong than he who invents a lie 
against Allah. 


(The young men said to one another): 
"And when you withdraw from them, 
and that which they worship, except 
Allah, then seek refuge in the Cave; 
your Lord will open a way for you from 
His Mercy and will make easy for you 
your affair (1.e. will give you what you 
will need of provision and dwelling)." 


And you might have seen the sun, 
when it rose, declining to the right 
from their Cave, and when it set, 
turning away from them to the left, 
while they lay in the midst of the 
Cave. That is (one) of the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, signs) of Allah. 
He whom Allah guides, he is the

rightly guided; but he whom He 
sends astray, for him you will find no 
Walt (guiding friend) to lead him (to 
the right Path). 


And you would have thought them 
awake, whereas they were asleep. 
And We turned them on their right 
and on their left sides, and their dog 
stretching forth his two forelegs at the 
entrance [of the Cave or in the space 
near to the entrance of the Cave (as 

a guard at the gate)]. Had you looked 
at them, you would certainly have 
turned back from them in flight, and 
would certainly have been filled with 
awe of them. 


Likewise, We awakened them (from 
their long deep sleep) that they might 
question one another. A speaker 
from among them said: “How long 
have you stayed (here)?" They said: 
*We have stayed (perhaps) a day 

or part of a day." They said: “Your 
Lord (Alone) knows best how long 
you have stayed (here). So send one 
of you with this silver coin of yours 
to the town, and let him find out 
which is the good lawful food, and 
bring some of that to you. And let 
him be careful and let no man know 
of you. 


“For, if they come to know of you, 
they will stone you (to death or abuse 
and harm you) or turn you back to 
their religion; and in that case you will 
never be successful".

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And thus We made their case known (to 
the people), that they might know that 
the Promise of Allah is true, and that 
there can be no doubt about the Hour. 
(Remember) when they (the people of 
the city) disputed among themselves 
about their case, they said: “Construct 
a building over them; their Lord knows 
best about them;" (then) those who 
won their point (most probably the 
disbelievers) said: “We verily shall 
build a place of worship over them”. 


(Some) say they were three, the dog 
being the fourth among them; and 
(others) say they were five, the dog 
being the sixth, — guessing at the 
unseen; (yet others) say they were 
seven, and the dog being the eighth. 
Say (O Muhammad sae e): “My 
Lord knows best their number; none 
knows them but a few.” So debate not 
(about their number) except with the 
clear proof (which We have revealed 
to you). And consult not any of them 
(people of the Scripture — Jews and 
Christians) about (the affair of) the 
people of the Cave. 


And never say of anything, “I shall do 
such and such thing tomorrow." 


Except (with the saying), “If Allah 
wills!" And remember your Lord 
when you forget and say: “It may be 
that my Lord guides me to a nearer 
way of truth than this." 


And they stayed in their Cave three 
hundred (solar) years, adding nine (for 
lunar years). (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi)

Verily, as for those who believed and 
did righteous deeds, certainly, We 
shall not make the reward of anyone 
who does his (righteous) deeds in the 
most perfect manner to be lost. 


These! For them will be *Adn (Eden) 
Paradise (everlasting Gardens); 
wherein rivers flow underneath them; 
therein they will be adorned with 
bracelets of gold, and they will wear 
green garments of fine and thick silk. 
They will recline therein on raised 
thrones. How good is the reward, and 
what an excellent Murtafaq (dwelling, 
resting place.)! 


And put forward to them the example 
of two men: to one of them, We had 
given two gardens of grapes, and We 
had surrounded both with date-palms;

And he had property (or fruit) and he 
said to his companion, in the course 
of mutual talk: “I am more than you 
in wealth and stronger in respect of 
men.”

And he went into his garden (while in 
a state of pride and disbelief), unjust 
to himself. He said: “I think not that 
this will ever perish. 


“And I think not the Hour will ever 
come, and if indeed I am brought 
back to my Lord, (on the Day of 
Resurrection), I surely shall find 
better than this when I return to Him.” 


His companion said to him during the 
talk with him: “Do you disbelieve in 
Him Who created you out of dust (i.e.

La ilaha illal-lah wallahu Akbar.* (At that time) Allah's Messenger 
Jnae was riding his mule. Allah's Messenger izsicX said, “You are not 
calling upon a deaf or an absent one." and added, “O Abu Misa (or, O ‘Abdullah)! 
Shall I tell you a sentence from the treasure of Paradise?" I said, “Yes.” He said, 
“La haula wala quwwata illa billah.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 418). 
* None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Allah is the Most Great. 
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. "Or the water thereof (of the gardens) 


becomes deep-sunken (underground) so 
that you will never be able to seek it." 


So his fruits were encircled (with ruin). 
And he remained clapping his hands 
(with sorrow) over what he had spent 
upon it, while it was all destroyed on 
its trellises, and he could only say: 
“Would that I had ascribed no partners 
to my Lord!" [Tafsir Ibn Kathir] 


And he had no group of men to help 
him against Allàh, nor could he 
defend (or save) himself. 


. There (on the Day of Resurrection), 


Al-Walayah (protection, power, 
authority and kingdom) will be for Allah 
(Alone), the True God.

Truly, We have set veils over their 
hearts lest they should understand 
this (the Qur'an), and in their ears, 
deafness.

Narrated Sa'id ibn 
Jubair: I said to Ibn ‘Abbas, zzii; “Nauf Al-Bikali claims that Mūsa (Moses), the 
companion of Al-Khidr was not the Müsa (Moses) of the Children of Israel." Ibn 
‘Abbas x«i said, "The enemy of Allah (Nauf) told alie." Narrated ‘Ubayy ibn 
Ka‘b that he heard Allah's Messenger iiij» saying, “Müsa (Moses) got up to 
deliver a speech before the Children of Israel and he was asked, ‘Who is the most 
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learned person among the people?’ Müsa (Moses) replied, ‘I (am the most learned). 
Allah admonished him for he did not ascribe knowledge to Allah Alone. So Allah 
revealed to him: *At the junction of the two seas there is a slave of Ours who is 
more learned than you.’ Müsa (Moses) asked, ‘O my Lord, how can I meet him?’ 
Allah said, ‘Take a fish and put it in a basket and then proceed (set out and where 
you lose the fish, you will find him).’ So Müsa (Moses) (took a fish and put it in 
a basket and) set out, along with his boy-servant Yüsha* ibn Nin, till they reached 
a rock (on which) they both lay their heads and slept. The fish moved vigorously in 
the basket and got out of it and fell into the sea and there it took its way through the 
sea (straight) as in a tunnel. (V.18:61) Allah stopped the current of water on both 
sides of the way created by the fish, and so that way was like a tunnel. When Musa 
(Moses) got up, his companion forgot to tell him about the fish, and so they carried 
on their journey during the rest of the day and the whole night. The next morning 
Müsa (Moses) asked his boy-servant ‘Bring us our morning meal; truly, we have 
suffered much fatigue in this, our journey.’ (V.18:62). 

Misa (Moses) did not get tired till he had passed the place which Allah had ordered 
him to seek after. His boy-servant then said to him, ‘Do you remember when we 
betook ourselves to the rock? I indeed forgot the fish; none but Satan made me 
forget to remember it. It took its course into the sea in a strange way.’ (V.18:63). 
There was a tunnel for the fish and for Müsa (Moses) and his boy-servant there was 
astonishment. Müsa (Moses) said, ‘That is what we have been seeking’. So they went 
back retracing their footsteps. (V.18:64) They both returned, retracing their steps till 
they reached the rock. Behold! There they found a man covered with a garment. Müsa 
(Moses) greeted him. Al-Khidr said astonishingly, ‘Is there such a greeting in your 
land?’ Misa (Moses) said, ‘I am Misa (Moses).’ He said, ‘Are you the Misa (Moses) 
of the Children of Israel?’ Müsa (Moses) said, ‘Yes’; and added, ‘I have come to you 
so that you may teach me something of that knowledge which you have been taught’. 
Al-Khidr said, “You will not be able to have patience with me.’ (V.18:67). 

*O Misa (Moses)! I have some of Allah's Knowledge which He has bestowed upon 
me but you do not know it; and you too, have some of Allah’s Knowledge which He 
has bestowed upon you, but I do not know it.” Mūsā (Moses) said, ‘If Allah wills, 
you will find me patient, and I will not disobey you in aught.’ (V.18:69). 

Al-Khidr said to him. ‘Then, if you follow me, ask me not about anything till I myself 
mention it to you.’ (V.18:70). After that both of them proceeded along the sea coast, 
till a ship passed by and they requested the crew to let them go on board. The crew 
recognized Al-Khidr and allowed them to get on board free of charge. When they 
got on board, suddenly Müsa (Moses) saw that Al-Khidr had pulled out one of the 
planks of the ship with an adze. Müsa (Moses) said to him, *These people gave us 
a free lift, yet you have scuttled their ship so as to drown its people! Verily, you have 
committed a thing Imra’ (a Munkar — evil, bad, dreadful thing).’ (V.18:71). 
Al-Khidr said, ‘Did I not tell you, that you would not be able to have patience with 
me?’ (V.18:72). 

Misa (Moses) said, ‘Call me not to account for what I forgot and be not hard upon 
me for my affair (with you.)’ (V.18:73)."

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on (beyond that fixed place), Musa 
(Moses) said to his boy-servant: 
"Bring us our morning meal; truly, we 
have suffered much fatigue in this, our 
journey." 
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Allah's Messenger iz; ix said, “The first excuse given by Müsa (Moses), was 
that he had forgotten. Then a sparrow came and sat over the edge of the ship and 
dipped its beak once in the sea.

Every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat (prayers) 
regularly five times a day at the specified times; the male in the mosque in 
congregation and as for the female it is better to offer them at home. As the 
Prophet Asati has said: Order your children to perform Salat (prayer) 
at the age of seven and beat them (about it) at the age of ten. The chief 
(of a family, town, tribe, etc.) and the Muslim rulers of a country are held 
responsible before Allah in case of non-fulfilment of this obligation by the 
Muslims under their authority. 

One must offer the Salat (prayers) as the Prophet ici used to 
offer them with all their rules and regulations. i.e., standing, bowing, 
prostrating, sitting, etc. As he ici has said: “Offer your Salat 
(prayers) the way you see me offering them (Hadith No. 352, Vol. 9, 
Sahih Al-Bukhari).” [For the characteristics of the Salat (prayer) of the

The Prophet isal add, “Certainly, I intended (or was about) to 
order the Mu 'adhdhin (call-maker) to pronounce /gamah and order a man to 
lead the Salat (prayer) and then take a fire flame to burn all those (men along 
with their houses) who had not yet left their houses for the Salat (prayer) (in 
the mosques).”

(female polytheist, pagan or idolatress) 
or a prostitute, then surely he 15 either 

an adulterer-fornicator, or a Mushrik

Verse was revealed: “It is not proper for the Prophet and those who believe to ask 
Allah’s Forgiveness for the Mushrikiin even though they be of kin, after it has 
become clear to them that they are the dwellers of the (Hell) Fire (because they 
died in a state of disbelief).” (V.9:113). 
The other Verse was also revealed: “Verily, you (O Muhammad ici) 
guide not whom you like, but Allah guides whom He wills.” (V.28:56). (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.223).

Till he reached a group 
of Bani Israel who saw him naked then, and found him the best of what Allah 
had created; and Allah cleared him of what they had accused him of. The stone 
stopped there and Müsa (Moses) took and put his garment on and started hitting 
the stone with his stick.

Thereafter, he employed another 
batch to work for the rest of the day and they worked for the rest of the day till 
the sunset, and they received the wages of the two former batches. So that was 
the example of these people (Muslims) and the example of this light [Islamic 
Monotheism, the Qur'àn, the Sunnah (legal ways of the Prophet iz; iit) and 
the guidance which Prophet Muhammad icit brought] which they have 
accepted willingly."* (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 471) 

The Jews refused to believe in the Message of 'Isà (Jesus), so all their work 
was annulled; similarly, the Christians refused to accept the Message of 
Muhammad zziii» and thus their work was annulled too. Such people were 
not rewarded, because they refused to have true faith for the rest of their lives 
and died as disbelievers. They should have believed in the latest Message; for 
their insistence on keeping their old religion deprived them ofthe reward which 
they would have got for their previous good deeds achieved before the advent 
of the new religion. On the other hand, Muslims accepted and believed in all 
the three Messages and deserved a full reward for their complete surrender to 
Allah (Al-Qastalani, Vol. 4, Page 133).

Man (the disbeliever) does not get tired 
of asking good (things from Allah); but 
if an evil touches him, then he gives up 
all hope and is lost in despair.

They will say, ‘We want You to provide us 
with water.’ It will be said to them, ‘Drink,’ and they will fall down in Hell 
(instead): till there remain only those who used to worship Allah (Alone), 
from the righteous pious ones and the mischievous evil ones, it will be said to 
them, ‘What keeps you here when all the people have gone?’ They will say, 
*We left them (in the world) when we were in greater need of them than we 
are today; we heard the call of one proclaiming — Let every nation follow 
what they used to worship, - and now we are waiting for our Lord.’ Then the 
Almighty will come to them in a shape other than the one which they saw the 
first time, and He will say, ‘I am your Lord,’ and they will say, ‘You are our 
Lord.’ And none will speak to Him then but the Prophets. And then it will be 
said to them, ‘Do you know any sign by which you can recognise Him?’ They 
will say, *The Shin,' and so Allah will then uncover His Shin whereupon every 
believer will prostrate himself before Him and there will remain those who 
used to prostrate themselves before Him just for showing off and for gaining 
good reputation. Such a one will try to prostrate himself but his back (bones) 
will become a single (vertebra) bone [like one piece of wood and he will not 
be able to prostrate]. Then the bridge will be brought and laid across Hell." We 
(the Companions of the Prophet Assess) said, “O Allah's Messenger! What 
is the bridge?" He said, “It is a slippery (bridge) on which there are clamps and 
(hooks like) a thorny seed that is wide at one side and narrow at the other and 
has thorns with bent ends.

And 
then Allah will say, ‘Go and take out (of Hell) anyone in whose heart you find 
Faith equal to the weight of an atom (or a small ant), and so they will take out 
all those whom they will recognise.” Abū Sa‘id said: “If you do not believe me 
then read the Holy Verse: ‘Surely Allah wrongs not even of the weight of an 
atom (or a small ant) but if there is any good (done), He doubles it.’ (V.4:40).” 
The Prophet iji added: “Then the Prophets and angels and the believers 
will intercede, and (last of all) the Almighty (Allah) will say, *Now remains 
My Intercession. He will then hold a handful of the Fire from which He will 
take out some people whose bodies have been burnt, and they will be thrown 
into a river at the entrance of Paradise, called the Water of Life. They will grow 
on its banks, as a seed carried by the torrent grows. You have noticed how it 
grows beside a rock or beside a tree, and how the side facing the sun is usually 
green while the side facing the shade is white. Those people will come out (of 
the River of Life) like pearls, and they will have (golden) necklaces, and then 
they will enter Paradise whereupon the people of Paradise will say, ‘These are 
the people emancipated by the Gracious. He has admitted them into Paradise 
without (them) having done any good deed and without sending forth any good 
(for themselves).' Then it will be said to them, ‘For you is what you have seen 
and its equivalent as well." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 532B).

The 
boy used to treat the people suffering from born-blindness, leprosy, leucoderma, and 
other diseases. A blind courtier of the king heard about the boy. He came and brought 
a number of gifts for the boy and said: ‘All these gifts are for you on condition that 
you cure me’.The boy said: ‘I do not cure anybody; it is only Allah (Alone) Who cures 
(people). So if you believe in Allah, and invoke Allah, He will cure you’. He then 
believed in Allah, and Allah cured him. Later the courtier came to the king, and sat at 
the place where he used to sit before. The king asked him: *Who has given you your 
sight back?’ The courtier replied: My Lord (Allah)" The king said: “Have you got 
another lord than I?’ The courtier said: ‘My Lord and your Lord is Allah The king 
got hold of him and kept on tormenting him till he informed him about the boy. So the 
boy was brought. The king said to the boy: “O boy! Has your (knowledge of) sorcery 
reached to the extent that you cure born-blinds, lepers, leucodermic patients and do 
such and such?’ The boy replied: ‘I do not cure anybody; it is only Allah (Alone) Who 
does cure’.

This incident happened during 
the period of the birth-year of Prophet Muhammad icit». Abrahah Al-Ashram 
was the governor of Yemen on behalf of the king of Ethiopia (as Yemen was 
a part of the Ethiopian kingdom). He (Abrahah) thought to build a house (like 
the Ka ‘bah in Makkah) in San‘a (the capital of Yemen) and call the Arabs to 
perform the pilgrimage there in San‘a instead of the Ka bah (Al-Bait Al-Haram) 
in Makkah, with the intention of diverting the trade and benefits from Makkah to 
Yemen. He presented his idea to the king of Ethiopia who agreed to his idea. So 
the house (church) was built and he named it Al-Qullais; there was no church of 
its like at that time. Then a man from the Quraish tribe of Makkah came there and 
was infuriated by it, so he relieved his nature (stools and urine) in it, soiled its 
walls and went away. When Abrahah Al-Ashram saw that, he could not control 
his anger and raised an army to invade Makkah and demolish the Ka ‘bah. He had 
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in that army thirteen elephants and amongst them was an elephant called Mahmüd 
which was the biggest of them. So that army proceeded and none amongst the 
Arab tribes that faced them (fought against them) but was killed and defeated, till 
it approached near Makkah. Then there took place negotiations between Abrahah 
Al-Ashram and the chief of Makkah (Abdul Muttalib bin Hashim, the grandfather 
of the Prophet ics), and it was concluded that Abrahah would restore 
the camels of Abdul Muttalib which he had taken away, and then he (Abrahah 
Al-Ashram) would decide himself as regards the Ka ‘bah. Abdul Muttalib ordered 
the men of Makkah to evacuate the city and go to the top of the mountains along 
with their wives and children in case some harm should come to them from the 
invading oppressors. Then that army moved towards Makkah till they reached 
valley Muhassir. While the army was marching towards Makkah, in the middle 
of the valley, suddenly it was overtaken by flocks of birds, flocks after flocks, 
air-raiding that army with small stones slightly bigger than alentil seed. There 
never fell a stone on a soldier except it dissolved his flesh and burst it into pieces. 
So they perished with a total destruction. Abrahah Al-Ashram fled away while his 
flesh was bursting into pieces till he died on the way (back to Yemen). Such was 
the victory bestowed by Allah, (the All-Majestic, All-Powerful) to the people of 
Makkah and such was the protection provided by Him for His House (Ka ‘bah in 
Makkah). (See Tafsir Ibn Kathir, Sürat Al-Fil)

And it is as follows: Allahu 
Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; Allahu-Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; Ash-hadu an 
la ilaha illallah, Ash-hadu an là ilaha illallah; Ash-hadu anna 
Muhammadan Rasül-Ullah, Ash-hadu anna Muhammadan Rasül- 
Ullah; Haiya ‘alas-sala(h), Haiya ‘alas-Sala(h); Haiya 'alal- 
Falàh, Haiya 'alal-Falah; Allahu-Akbar, Allahu-Akbar; Là ilaha 
illallah. (See Sahth Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Page 334). 

Ahkam (الأحكام)‎ “legal status". According to Islamic law, there are five 
kinds of ahkam:

Hukm (الحكم)‎ A judgement of legal decision (especially of Allah). 

Hums (حمس)‎ The tribe of Quraish, their offspring and their allies were 
called Hums. This word implies enthusiasm and strictness. The 
Hums used to say, *We are the people of Allah and we shall not 
go out of the sanctuary of Makkah." They thought themselves 
superior to the other people. 

Hunain (حنين)‎ A valley between Makkah and Ta’if where the battle took 
place between the Prophet icit» and Quraish pagans.

Ihram 


A state in which one is prohibited to practise certain deeds‏ (الإحرام) 
that are lawful at other times. The duties of ‘Umrah and Hajj are‏ 
performed during such state. When one assumes this state, the‏ 
first thing one should do is to express mentally and orally one's‏ 
intention to assume this state for the purpose of performing Hajj or‏ 
‘Umrah. Then Talbiyah is recited, two sheets of unstitched clothes‏ 
are the only clothes one wears, (1) /zar: worn below one's waist;‏ 
and the other (2) Rida’: worn round the upper part of the body.‏ 


Ihsan 


The highest level of deeds and worship, (perfection i.e.‏ (الإحسان) 
when you worship Allah or do deeds, consider yourself as if you‏ 
see Him and if you cannot achieve this feeling or attitude, then you‏ 
must bear in mind that He sees you).‏

In this way he makes him indebted for the difference. It shows that 
two things are the causes of Muslim disgrace — one is giving up 
of Jihad and the second is fraud and swindling.

The wording of Adhdn is reduced so that the wording that is‏ (الإقامة) 
repeated twice in the Adhdn is said once in /qümah, except the last‏ 
phrase of A//ahu Akbar, and the prayer is offered immediately after‏ 
the /gamah.‏ 


Iqamat-as-Salat 


The performing of As-Saldt (the prayers). This is not‏ (إقامة الصلاة) 
understood by many Muslims. It means:‏ 

(A) Every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat 
(prayers) regularly five times a day at the specified times; the male 
in the mosque in congregation and as for the female, it is better to 
offer them at home. As the Prophet cs. has said: “Order your 
children to offer Salat (prayers) at the age of seven and beat them 
(about it) at the age of ten". The chief (of a family, town, tribe, 
etc.) and the Muslim ruler of a country are held responsible before 
Allah in case of non-fulfillment of this obligation by the Muslims 
under his authority. 


(B) To perform the Salat (prayer) in away just as Prophet 
Muhammad ici used to perform it with all its rules and 
regulations, i.e. standing, bowing, prostrating, sitting, etc. as he 
ici has said: “Perform your Salat (prayer) the way you 
see me performing it. [Original Sahih Al-Bukhari Vol.9 Hadith 
No.352] Please see Ahadith Nos. 702, 703, 704, 723, 786, 787 
Vol. 1, Sahih Al-Bukhdari for the Prophet's way of offering Salat 
(prayer), in the Book of Characteristics of the Salat (prayer) and 
that the Salat (prayer) begins with Zakbir (Allahu-Akbar) with the 
recitation of Surat Al-Fatihah etc. along with its various postures, 
standing, bowing, prostrations, sitting, etc. and it ends with Zas/im.

Istihadah (الاستحاضة)‎ Any bleeding from the womb of a woman in between her 
normal periods. (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 303 and 
Chapter No. 10, Page No. 183). 

Istikharah (الاستخارة)‎ A Salat (prayer) consisting of two Rak'ah in which the 


praying person appeals to Allah to guide him on the right way, 
regarding a certain matter he wants to undertake. (See Hadith No. 
263, Vol. 2, Hadith No.391, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 487, Vol. 9, Sahih 
Al-Bukhari). 
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Istisqa' (الاستسقاء)‎ A Salat (prayer) consisting of two Rak 'ah, invoking Allah 
for rain in seasons of drought. 

Itikaf (الاعتكاف)‎ Seclusion in a mosque for the purpose of worshipping 
Allah only. The one in such a state should not have sexual relations 
with his wife, and one is not allowed to leave the mosque except for 
a very short period, and that is only for very urgent necessity, e.g.

Ka‘bah (الكعبة)‎ A square stone building in A4/-Masjid-al-Haram (the great 
mosque at Makkah) towards which all Muslims face in Salat 
(prayer). 

Kafalah (الكفالة)‎ The pledge given by somebody to a creditor to guarantee 
that the debtor will be present at a certain specific place to pay his 
debt or fine, or to undergo a punishment, etc.

Kanz (<!) Hoarded up gold, silver and money, the Zakat of which has 
not been paid. (See the Qur'an V. 9:34). 

Katm (الكتم)‎ A plant used for dyeing hair. 

Kauthar (3,5) See Al-Kauthar. 

Al-Kauthar (الكوثر)‎ A river in Paradise (see the Qur'an, Sirah No.108). 

Khaibar (+) An oasis and date-growing village, about 100 kilometers 
from Al-Madinah. During the Prophet’s time, it was inhabited by 
a Jewish tribe called Banu Nadir. It was conquered by the Muslims 
in SF, 

Khalifah (324531) (Plural: Khulafa’ الخلفاء‎ Caliph, a successor, an Islamic term 
used for the first four rulers after the death of the Prophet isa. 

Khalil (4449) The one whose love is mixed with one's heart and it is 
superior to a friend or beloved. The Prophet iiit» had only one 
Khalil, i.e. Allah, but he had many friends. 

Khamisah (الخميصة)‎ A black woollen square blanket with marks on it. 
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Khamr (الخمر)‎ Wine, Alcohol, intoxicant, etc. 

Al-Khamsah (الخمسة)‎ The five compilers of Ahadith — Abu Dawid, Nasa't, 
Tirmidht, Ibn Majah and Ahmad. 

Kharaj (الخراج)‎ Zakat imposed on the yield of the land (1/10" or 1/20"). 

Khawarij (الخوارج)‎ The people who dissented from the religion and disagreed 
with the rest of the Muslims. 

Khazir or Khazirah (الخزيرء الخزيرة)‎ A special type of dish prepared from barley-flour, 
meat-soup, fat, etc.

Why Allah sent Prophets and Messengers Sai? 


Ever since people innovated the dogma of Shirk (i.e. joining others in worship 
along with Allah), Allah had been sending Prophets and Messengers to his devotees 
in order to invite them to the worship of Allah and Allah Alone, to order them not to 
ascribe partners to Him and bring them out of the darkness of polytheism into the light 
of Monotheism. All the Prophets preached Zauhid (i.e. Monotheism, the Belief in the 
Oneness of Allah, the Glorious, the Elevated. The following verses from the Noble 
Quran illustrate this fact: 


“Indeed We sent Nüh (Noah) to his people, and he said: ‘O my people! Worship 
Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (La ilaha illallah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Certainly, I fear for you the torment of a great Day!” (V. 7:59). 


“And to ‘Ad (people, We sent) their brother Hid. He said: ‘O my people! Worship 
Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (La ilaha illallah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Will you not fear (Allah)?” (V.7:65). 


“And to (the people of) Madyan (Midian), (We sent) their brother Shu‘aib. He said: 
O my people! Worship Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (La ilaha illallah, 
none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). Verily, a clear proof (sign) from your Lord 
has come to you, so give full measure and full weight and wrong not men in their things, 
and do not make mischief on the earth after it has been set in order, that will be better for 
you, if you are believers." (V.7:85). 


“And to Thamüd (people, We sent) their brother Salih. He said: ‘O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (Za ilaha illallah, none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah).’” (V.7:73). 


“And verily, We have sent among every Ummah (community, nation) a Messenger 
(proclaiming): “Worship Allah (Alone) and avoid (or keep away from) Taghüt'? (all false 
deities, i.e. do not worship 7aghiit besides Allah)." (V. 16:36). 


Every Prophet was sent to his own nation for their guidance, but the message of 
Prophet Muhammad cix was general for all mankind and jinn. As in Surat al A ‘raf 
(Allah addresses His Messenger iiu): 


“Say (O Muhammad zi): O mankind! Verily, I am sent to you all as the 
messenger of Allah.’ " (V.7:158).

(none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). 

It is also essential to follow Allah’s Messenger, Muhammad ici: Wujüb 
al-Ittibà' and it is a part of Tauhid-al-Ulühiyyah. 

This is included in the meaning, “I testify that Muhammad i-i is Allah's 
Messenger,” and this means, “None has the right to be followed after Allah's Book 
(the Qur'àn), but Allah’s Messenger i-i." 

Allah says: 


“And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad ics iX) gives you, take it, and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it).” (V.59:7). 


And also Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad icit» to mankind), ‘If you (really) love Allah then follow 
me [i.e. accept Islamic Monotheism, follow the Qur'an and the Sunnah (legal ways 
of the Prophet icic2)], Allah will love you and forgive you of your sins. 
(V.3:31).

(None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, 
and Muhammad zii is the Messenger of Allah). 


It has been noticed that most mankind, who embrace Islam, do not understand the reality 


of the meaning ofthe first fundamental principle of Islam, i.e. La ilaha illallah, Muhammad- 


ur-Rasiil-Allah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad icit is 


the Messenger of Allah). So I consider it essential to explain something of the meanings of 


this great sentence (principle) in some detail: 


لا إله إلا الله محمد رسول الله 
Là ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- Rasül-Allah‏ 


“None has the right to be worshipped but Allah... and Muhammad ici is the 


Messenger of Allah" has three aspects: a,b and c. 


a. 


It is that, you have to pledge a covenant with (Allah), the Creator of the heavens and 
earth, the Ruler of all that exists, the Lord of Majesty and Highness, on four points (or 
conditions): 

Point I: A confession with your heart that the Creator (of everything) is Allah; it is that 
you have to say: “I testify that the Creator of all the universe including the stars, the 
planets, the sun, the moon, the heavens, the earth with all its known and unknown forms 
of life, is Allah. He is the Organizer and Planner of all its affairs. It is He Who gives life 
and death, and He (i.e. Allah Alone) is the Sustainer, and the Giver of security.” And 
this is called (your confession for the) “Oneness of the Lordship of Allah," — Tauhid- 
ar-Rubübiyyah. 


Point II: A confession with your heart that: "I testify that none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah Alone." The word “worship” (i.e. 7badah) carries a great number 
of meanings in the Islamic terminology: it conveys that all kinds of worship are meant 
for Allah Alone (and none else, whether it be an angel, Messenger, Prophet ‘Isa (Jesus) 
— son of Maryam (Mary), ‘Uzair (Ezra), Muhammad, saint, idol, the sun, the moon 
and all other kinds of false deities.) So pray to none but Allah, invoke none but Allah, 
ask for help from none (unseen) but Allah, swear by none but Allah, offer an animal as 
sacrifice to none but Allah,...etc, and that means, — all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad Zi order you to do, in the Qur'àn and in the Sunnah (legal ways 
of Prophet Muhammad isa.) you must do, and all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad zie forbid you, you must not do. And this is called (your confession 
for the) “Oneness of the worship of Allah", — Yauhid-al-Ulithiyyah. And that you 
(mankind) worship none but Allàh. 
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Point III: A confession with your heart that: *O Allah! I testify that all the best of 
names and the most perfect qualities with which You have named or qualified Yourself 
in Your Book (i.e. the Qur'àn) or as Your Prophet Muhammad ici has named or 
qualified You, with his statement, I believe that all those (names and qualities) are for 
You without changing their meanings or neglecting them completely or likening them 
(giving resemblance) to others." As Allah says: 


“There is nothing like Him and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” (V. 42:11). 


This holy Verse confirms the quality of hearing and the quality of sight for Allah without 
likening them (giving resemblance) to others, and He also says: 


“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands," (V.38:75). 
and He also says: 
“The Hand of Allah is over their hands." (V.48:10). 


This confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. Similarly Allah 
Says: 

“The Most Gracious (Allah) rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne (in a manner that 
suits His Majesty)." (V.20:5). 

So He rose over the Throne really in a manner that suits His Majesty. And Allah is 
over His Throne over the seventh heaven, as the slave-girl pointed towards the heavens, 
when Allah's Messenger (Muhammad ici) asked her as to where Allah is. He 
comes down over the first (nearest) heaven to us during the last third part of every 
night and also on the day of ‘Arafah (Hajj, i.e. the 9" of Dhul-Hijjah), as mentioned by 
the Prophet ici, but He is with us by His Knowledge, not by His Personal-Self 
(bi-Dhatihi). It is not, as some people say that Allah is present everywhere — here, 
there, and even inside the breasts of men. He sees and hears all that we do or utter. 
And this is called (your confession for the) *Oneness of the Names and Qualities of 
Allah," — Tauhid-al-Asma’ was-Sifat and this is the right belief, the belief which was 
followed by the Messengers of Allah [from Nth (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Müsa 
(Moses), Dawüd (David), Sulaiman (Solomon), ‘Isa (Jesus) to Muhammad zizi.;ic and 
the Companions of Prophet Muhammad ici] and the righteous followers of these 
Messengers as. 


Point IV: A confession with your heart: “O Allah! I testify that Muhammad ize is 
Your Messenger." That means that none has the right to be followed after Allah, but the 
Prophet Muhammad i-i as he is the last of His Messengers. As Allah says: 


“Muhammad <5.‘ is not the father of any man among you, but he is the Messenger 
of Allah and the last (end) of the Prophets. And Allah is Ever All-Aware of everything." 
(V.33:40). 

“And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad iz) gives you, take it and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain from it,"(V.59:7). 


And Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad ics to mankind): ‘If you (really) love Allah, then follow me 
(i.e. accept Islamic Monothesim, follow The Qur'àn and The Sunnah).’” (V.3:31). 
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As for others than Muhammad Zi, their statements are to be taken or rejected 
as to whether these are in accordance with Allah's Book (i.e. the Qur'an) and with the 
Sunnah (legal ways, orders, acts of worship, statements) of the Prophet zatie or not. 
As the Divine revelation has stopped after the death of Prophet Muhammad ici 
and it will not resume except at the time of the Descent of ‘Isa (Jesus) — son of Maryam 
(Mary) and he (i.e. Jesus) will rule with justice according to the Islamic laws, during the 
last days of the world as it has been mentioned in the authentic Hadith (i.e. narration of 
Prophet Muhammad isi xe). (Sahih-Al-Bukhart, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 425). 

. lt is essential to utter: La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur-Rasül Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad ici is the Messenger of Allah.) As it 
has come in the statement of the Prophet Muhammad ici to his uncle Abū Talib at 
the time of the latter's death: “O uncle, if you utter it (La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- 
Rasül Allah, none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad ici is 
the Messenger of Allah), then I shall be able to argue on your behalf before Allah, on the 
Day of Resurrection." Similarly, when Abū Dharr Al-Ghifari embraced Islam, he went 
to Al-Masjid-al-Haram and he proclaimed it loudly in front of the Quraish infidels until 
he was beaten severely. 


It is essential that the limbs and all the other parts and organs of one's body testify 
to it, and this is very important as regards its meaning (i.e., the meaning of La ilaha 
illallah Muhammad Rasül Allah — none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and 
Muhammad Zi is the Messenger of Allah). So whoever has confessed this (to his 
Lord), he shall not commit sins like robbing, killing, stealing, illegal sexual intercourse, 
eating pig meat, drinking alcoholic beverages, taking undue advantage of orphan's 
property, cheating in trade, bribery and earning money through illegal means, telling 
lies, backbiting or otherwise, the limbs and all the other parts and organs of his body 
will testify against him that he was a liar in his words which he pledged to Allah. In case 
he commits the above sins, he should know that it is asin that obliges him to repent 
to Allah, and ask His Forgiveness, as (his) body parts (i.e. skin, private parts, hands, 
tongue, ears) will testify to the above-mentioned crimes (i.e. actions) against himself on 
the Day of Resurrection. 


And with the confession of this great sentence (i.e. principle) a person enters in the fold 
ofthe Islamic religion accordingly, it is essential for him to believe in all the Messengers 
of Allah and not to differentiate between them. As it is mentioned in His Book. Allah 
Says: 

“Do then those who disbelieve think that they can take My slaves [i.e. the angels; Allah's 
Messengers; ‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary)] as Auliya’ (lords, gods, protectors) 
besides Me? Verily, We have prepared Hell as an entertainment for the disbelievers (in 
the Oneness of Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 

“Say (O Muhammad saci: ‘Shall We tell you the greatest losers in respect of (their) 
deeds?’ “Those whose efforts have been wasted in this life, while they thought they were 
acquiring good by their deeds! “They are those who deny the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of their Lord and the Meeting with Him (in the 
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Hereafter). So their works are in vain, and on the Day of Resurrection, We shall not give 
them any weight. “That shall be their recompense, Hell; because they disbelieved and 
took My Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, revelations, etc.) and My Messengers by way 
of jest and mockery. “Verily! Those who believe (in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and do righteous deeds, shall have the Gardens of A/-Firdaus (Paradise) 
for their entertainment wherein they shall dwell (forever). No desire will they have to be 
removed therefrom. “Say (O Muhammad iiit to mankind): If the sea were ink for 
(writing) the Words of my Lord, surely the sea would be exhausted, before the Words of 
my Lord would be finished even if we brought (another sea) like it for its aid”. Say (O 
Muhammad zzi): I am only a man like you, it has been revealed to me that your 
Ilàh (God) is One 1137 (God, — i.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the Meeting with his 
Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship of his 
Lord." (V. 18:102-110). 


This introduction is necessary for anyone who wishes to embrace Islam. After this 
confession he (or she) should take a bath (i.e. Ghus/) and then offer atwo Rak'at 
prayer, and act upon the five principles of Islam, as narrated by lbn ‘Umar &zái in 
Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.1 Hadith No.7: l 
Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Allah's Messenger ics» said: Islam is based on the 
following five (principles): 

1. To testify La ilaha illallah wa anna Muhammad-ur-Rasul-Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah and that Muhammad is The Messenger of Allah). 

To perform (Iqgamat) As-Salat?. 

To pay Zakat. 

To perform Hajj (i.e. pilgrimage to Makkah).

To observe Saum (fast) during the month of Ramadan. 

and must believe in the six articles of Faith, i.e. to believe in: 

(1) Allah, (2) His angels, (3) His Messengers, (4) His revealed Books, (5) the Day of 
Resurrection,and (6) A/-Oadar (Divine Preordainments i.e. whatever Allah has ordained 
must come to pass) 


Important note: 


The acceptance of the righteous deeds depends on the following two basic conditions 


which must be fulfilled:

The intentions while doing such deeds must be totally for Allah's sake only without any 
show off or gaining praise or fame, etc. 


Such a deed must be performed in accordance with the Sunnah (legal ways, orders, acts 
of worship, Statements) of Allah’s Messenger Muhammad ibn ‘Abdullah, the last (end)

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Polytheism and Disbelief 


Ash-Shirk and Al-Kufr 


Salvation of all mankind from 
the greatest sin against Allah 


It is essential to mention here some details of the greatest sin which will not be forgiven 
by Allah. This unpardonable sin is Shirk. 


Shirk implies ascribing partners to Allah or ascribing divine attributes to others besides 
Allah and believing that the source of power, harm and blessings comes from others besides 
Allah. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Verily, Allah forgives not that partners should be set up with Him (in worship), but He 
forgives except that (anything else) to whom He wills; and whoever sets up partners to Allah 
(in worship), has indeed invented a tremendous sin.”(V. 4:48). 


Almighty Allah says: 


"Then when the Trumpet is blown, there will be no kinship among them that Day, nor 
will they ask of one another. 


“Then, those whose scales (of good deeds) are heavy, these! they are the successful. 


*And those whose scales (of good deeds) are light, they are those who lose their 
ownselves; in Hell will they abide forever." 


“The Fire will burn their faces, and therein they will grin with displaced lips (disfigured).” 
“Were not My Verses (this Qur'an) recited to you and then you used to deny them?’ 
They will say: *Our Lord! Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were an erring people. 


“Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If ever we return (to evil) then indeed we shall be 
Zalimün (polytheists, oppressors, unjust, and wrongdoers).* 


“He (Allah) will say: ‘Remain you in it with ignominy! And speak you not to Me!’” 
(V. 23:101-108). 


“And whoever invokes (or worships) besides Allah, any other i/ah (god), of whom he 
has no proof, then his reckoning is only with his Lord. Surely! A/-Kafirün (the disbelievers 
in Allah and in the Oneness of Allah, polytheists, pagans, idolaters) will not be successful.” 
(V. 23:117). 
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Ash-Shirk 
Polytheism and its various manifestations 


Definition: Shirk basically is polytheism, i.e., the worship of others along with Allah. 
It also implies attributing divine attributes to any other besides Allah. It particularly implies 
associating partners in worship with Allah or believing that the source of power, harm or 
blessings is from others besides Allah. 


Types: There are three types of Shirk, namely: 
1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar, i.e. major Shirk 

2. Ash-Shirk al-Asghar, i.e. minor Shirk 

3. Ash-Shirk al-Khaft, i.e. inconspicuous Shirk. 


Manifestations: 

1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar (The major Shirk): The major and serious polytheistic form, has 
four aspects: 
(a) Shirk ad-Du ‘î’, i.e. invocation.This aspect implies invoking, supplicating or praying 
to other deities besides Allah. 
Almighty Allah says: 
“And when they embark on a ship they invoke Allah, making their Faith pure for Him 
only, but when He brings them safely to land, behold, they give a share of their worship 
to others," (V.29:65). 


(b) Shirk an-Niyyah wal-Iradah wal-Qasd: This aspect implies intentions, purpose 
and determination in acts of worship or religious deeds, not for the sake of Allah but 
directed towards other deities. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay 
in full (the wages of) their deeds therein, and they will have no diminution 
therein. They are those for whom there is nothing in the Hereafter but Fire; and 
vain are the deeds they did therein. And of no effect is that which they used to 
do."(V. 11:15,16). 

(c) Shirk at-Ta‘ah. This aspect implies rendering obedience to any authority against the 
Order of Allah. Almighty Allah says: 


“They (Jews and Christians) took their Rabbis and their monks to be their lords besides 
Allah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or unlawful according to their 
own desires without being ordered by Allah), and (they also took as their lord) Messiah, 
son of Maryam (Mary), while they (Jews and Christians) were commanded (in the Torah 
and the Gospel) to worship none but One //ah (God i.e., Allah), La ilaha illa Huwa (none 
has the right to be worshipped but He). Glorified is He (far above is He) from having the 
partners they associate (with Him).” (V.9:31). 
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2. 


3. 


Once, while Allah’s Messenger ics was reciting the above Verse, ‘Adi ibn Hatim 
said, “O Allah's Prophet! They do not worship them (rabbis and monks).” Allah's 
Messenger said, “They certainly do. They (i.e. Rabbis and monks) made legal things 
illegal, and illegal things legal, and they (i.e. Jews and Christians) followed them; and 
by doing so they really worshipped them.” (Narrated by Ahmad, At-Tirmidht, and Ibn 
Jarir). (Tafsir At-Tabart, Vol.10, Page No. 114). 

(d) Shirk-al-Mahabbah: This implies showing the love which is due to Allah Alone to 
others than Him. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“And of mankind are some who take (for worship) others besides Allah as rivals (to 
Allah). They love them as they love Allah. But those who believe, love Allah more (than 
anything else). If only those who do wrong could see, when they will see the torment, 
that all power belongs to Allah and that Allah is Severe in punishment." (V. 2:165). 


Ash-Shirk-al-Asghar: Ar-Riya' (The minor Shirk, i.e. acts performed to show off). Any 
act of worship or any religious deed done in order to gain praise, fame or for worldly 
benefit, falls under this catagory. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad ci): I am only a man like you, it has been revealed to me 
that your [lah (God) is One /lah (God — i.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the meeting 
with his Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship 
of his Lord." ” (V. 18:110). 


Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi: (The inconspicuous Shirk). This type implies being inwardly 
dissatisfied with the inevitable condition that has been ordained for one by Allah; 
conscientiously lamenting that had you done or not done such and such or had you 
approached such and such you would have had a better status, etc. 


The Noble Prophet Muhammad isi said: 


“Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi in the Muslim nation is more inconspicuous than the creeping of 
a black ant a on black rock in the pitch-darkness of the night." And this inconspicuous 
Shirk is expiated by saying thrice the following sentences every day: “O Allah! I take 
Your refuge from that I should ascribe anything as partner in Your worship, being 
conscious of that, and I beg Your pardon for that sin which I am not aware of.” 
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Al-Kufr 
Disbelief and its various manifestations 


Kufr is basically disbelief in any of the articles of Faith in Islam. 


The articles of Faith are: to believe in — 


SUL E BBE 


Allah, 

His angels, 

His Messengers, 

His revealed Books, 

The Day of Resurrection, and 

Al-Qadar, Divine Preordainments (i.e. whatever Allah ré has ordained must come 
to pass). 


There are two aspects of disbelief: 


1. 


The major disbelief (A/-Kufr-al-Akbar): This aspect excludes one completely 
from the fold of Islam. There are five types (of this major disbelief): 


(a) Kufr-at- Takdhib. This implies disbelieving the divine truth or denying of any of 
the articles of Faith. 


Almighty Allah says: 

“Then who does more wrong than one who utters a lie against Allah and denies the 
truth [this Qur'àn, the Prophet (Muhammad åz), the Islamic Monotheism] 
when it comes to him. Is there not in Hell an abode for the disbelievers? " (V. 39:32) 


(b) Kufr-al-Iba@’ wat-Takabbur ma*at-Tagdiq. This implies rejection and arrogance 
to submit to Allah's Commandments after conviction of their truth. 


Almighty Allah says: 
“And (remember) when We said to the angels: ‘Prostrate yourselves before Adam.’ 


And they prostrated except /b/is, he refused and was proud and was one of the 
disbelievers (disobedient to Allah)." (V. 2:34). 


(c) Kufr-ash-Shakk waz-Zann. This implies doubting or lacking of conviction in 
the six articles of Faith. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“And he went into his garden while in a state (of pride and disbelief) unjust 
to himself. He said: ‘I think not that this will ever perish. And I think not the 
Hour will ever come, and if indeed I am brought back to my Lord (on the Day 
of Resurrection) I surely shall find better than this when I return to Him.’ His 
companion said to him during the talk with him: ‘Do you disbelieve in Him Who 
created you out of dust (1.e. your father, Adam), then out of Nuffah (mixed semen 
drops of male and female discharge), then fashioned you into a man? But as for 
my part (I believe) that He is Allah, my Lord, and none shall I associate as partner 
with my Lord.’ ” (V.18:35-38). 
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(d) Kufr-al-I ‘rād. This implies turning away from the truth knowingly or deviating 
from the obvious signs which Allah has revealed. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“We created not the heavens and the earth and all that is between them except with 


truth and for an appointed term. But those who disbelieve turn away from that 
whereof they are warned." (V.46:3). 


(e) Kufr-an-Nifaq. This implies hypocritical disbelief. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"They have made their oaths a screen (for their hypocrisy). Thus they hinder (men) 
from the Path of Allah. Verily, evil is what they used to do. That is because they 
believed, then disbelieved, therefore their hearts are sealed, so they understand not." 
(V.63:2-3). 

The minor disbelief (AI-Kufr-al-Asghar): This aspect of disbelief does not exclude 
one from the fold of Islam. It is also termed Kufran-Ni 'mah. This implies disbelief 
manifesting itself in ungratefulness for Allah's Blessings or Favours. 


Almighty Allah says: 


*And Allah puts forward the example of a township (Makkah), that dwelt secure and 
well-content; its provision coming to it in abundance from every place, but it (its 
people) denied the Favours of Allah (with ungratefulness). So Allah made it taste 
extreme of hunger (famine) and fear, because of that (evil, i.e. denying Prophet 
Muhammad ci) which they (its people) used to do." (V.16:112). 
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An-Nifaq 
Hypocrisy and its various manifestations 


Hypocrisy is of two types, namely: 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief. 


(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions. 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief 
There are six aspects of hypocrisy in Belief: 


1. 
2. 


To deny the Messenger (Muhammad iz; it). 


To deny some of all that was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad iit) (e.g. 
the Qur'àn, the Sunnah, laws and principles of Islam). 


To hate the Messenger (Muhammad ici). 

To hate some of that which was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad ici) 
e.g. Islamic Monotheism, etc. 

To feel happy at the disgrace of or the set-back for the religion of Allah's Messenger 
(Muhammad icit). 

To dislike that the religion of Allah's Messenger (Islamic Monotheism) becomes 
victorious (not being pleased at the victory of Islam). 


A person having these six types (of hypocrisy) will be in the lowest depths (grade) 
ofthe Fire (Hell). (See V. 4: 145). 


(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions 
There are five aspects of hypocrisy in deeds and actions, and their proof is from the 
Statement of Allah’s Messenger ici: The signs of a hypocrite are these: 


1.

Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. 
Whenever he promises, he always breaks it (his promise). 


If you trust him, he proves to be dishonest (if you keep something as trust with him, 
he will not return it). 


And in another narration of the Prophet isal: Whenever he quarrels, he behaves 
in a very imprudent, evil, insulting manner. 


Whenever he makes a covenant, he proves himself treacherous. 
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Jesus and Muhammad 
(peace be upon them zzzi) 
in the Bible and the Qur'an 


Biblical Evidence of Jesus being a servant 
of God and having no share in divinity 


Introduction 

All praise is to the One to Whom all Dignity, Honour and Glory are due; the Unique 
with perfect attributes, Who begets not, nor is He begotten. He has no equal but He is the 
Almighty, Omnipotent. He sent His Messengers and Prophets to guide humanity towards 
monotheism; to worship Him Alone, the only One Worthy of worship, and to warn them of 
the eternal dire consequences of polytheism, associating partners with One Allah and the 
worship of creatures. 


Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon all the Prophets and Messengers, especially on 
Muhammad, the last of the Prophets, and on all who follow him in righteousness until the 
Day of Recompense. 


Jesus and the Devil in the Bible 

In the New Testament of the Bible, in the fourth chapter of the Gospel according to 
Matthew, the sixth and seventh verses clearly indicate that Jesus 15 an obedient mortal and 
God is the Master and Lord according to his saying in the seventh verse: 


“Tt is written again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord, thy God." 


In this chapter we read that the Devil actually carried the Messiah, and took him from 
place to place. How can the Devil carry God? Glory be to Allah; He is above such blasphemy! 


Then the Devil orders him to prostrate before him and worship him, even tempting him 
with worldly possessions. How can the Devil even dare such an audacity with God? When 
the Devil wanted Jesus to comply with his orders, he (Jesus) replied by saying that it was 
written (in the previous Books): 

“Thou shalt worship the Lord, thy God; And Him only shalt thou serve.” 


— Matthew 4:10. 


Children of God 

Jesus never called himself Son of God as far as I know — but he used to call himself 
the ‘Son of Man’ (Mark 2:10) although he heard himself being called by that name he did 
not object — as assumed in the Bible — and did not consider the title exclusively for him. 


According to the Biblical term in the Old and New Testaments, every God-fearing 
righteous person is called ‘Son of God’. In Matthew 5:9 we read: 


“Blessed are the peace-makers, for they shall be called the children of God.” 
In Matthew 5:45 — 


"That ye may be children of your Father which is in heaven..." 
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God the Father 

In Matthew 5:48 — 

*Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect." 

In Matthew 6:1 — 

“... otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in heaven.” 

Matthew 7:21 — 

“Not every one that sayeth unto me (Jesus), Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven: but he that doeth the will of my Father, which is in heaven." 

N.B. The word ‘Lord’ here was translated as Rabb in the Arabic version of the Bible so 
that people may be convinced that Jesus is God! But if one Studies the rest of the verse, one 


will note that the verse bears testimony to the subservience (to God's Will) of the Messiah 
(Jesus). Therefore the correct translation should be: 


“Not every one that sayeth to me, O my Master, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, 
but he that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” 


It is obvious from the above readings from the Bible that the term ‘Father’ is used for 
God in numerous places in the Bible. It is never used exclusively for Jesus. 


Matthew 11:25 — 


“At that time Jesus answered and said, ‘I thank Thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, because Thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent and has revealed them 
unto babes.” 


Jesus the Worshipper 
Matthew 14:23 — 


“And when he had sent the multitudes away, he went up into a mountain apart to pray..... 


» 


If Jesus is God or a part of God then why did he pray? In fact, prayer is always from 
asubmitting, needy and dependent one for the Mercy of Almighty Allah as mentioned in 
the Qur'àn: 

“O mankind! It is you who stand in need of Allah but Allah is the Rich (Free of all wants 
and needs), the Worthy of all praise" (V.35:15). 


And in V.19:93 of the Qur'àn:- 


“There is none in the heavens and the earth but comes to the Most Gracious (Allah) as 
a slave." 


A Biblical story 
Matthew 15:22-28 — 


*And, behold, a woman of Canaan came out of the same coasts and cried unto him, 
saying, ‘Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou son of David: my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil.' But he answered her not a word. And his disciples came and besought him, 
saying; ‘Send her away, for she crieth after us.’ But he answered and said, ‘I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel." 
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Then came she and worshipped him, saying, “Lord, help me.’ But he answered and said, 
‘It is not meet to take the children's bread and to cast it to dogs.’ 


And she said, ‘Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from their 
masters’ table.’ 


Then Jesus answered and said unto her, ‘O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto thee even 
as thou wilt. And her daughter was made whole from that very hour.’ ” 


In this story about a woman from Canaan there are noteworthy points: 


Lack of mercy and love charged against Jesus (if the incident is reported correctly). 


NS 


Degraded discrimination in regard to the uplifting of his tribe and not for the others. 
3. Tribal pride of descendance and prejudice against others and calling them dogs. 


4. An ignorant polytheist woman debated with him and won him over. 


Jesus: a Prophet of Allah 

Matthew 19:16-17 — 

“And behold, one came and said unto him, ‘Good master, what good thing shall I do that 
I may have eternal life?’ And he said unto him, ‘Why callest thou me good? (There is) none 
good but one, (1.e.) God, but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the commandments.’ ” 

The above verses note this acknowledgment of his submissiveness (to Allah's Will). 

Matthew 21:45-46 — 


"And when the chief priests and pharisees had heard his parable, they perceived that he 
spoke of them. But when they sought to lay hands on him, they feared the multitude because 
they took him for a Prophet." 

Here it is proved that all those who believed in Jesus during his life-time did not believe 
in him being God or the Son of God or one in the doctrine of Trinity; but they believed in 
him as being a Prophet only. This is indeed one of the strongest points of evidence against 
those who believe in the Divinity of Jesus (Incarnation of God) if only they pondered. 


Jesus: a servant of Allah 
Matthew 23:8 — 
*But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your master, even Jesus, and all ye are brethren." 


Here it is clearly proved that Jesus was servant of Allah, and that there is only One Master 
and He is Allah. In the Arabic version of the Bible this verse has been translated so that Jesus is 
meant to be the master whereas the English rendering is nearer the original sense. 


Matthew 23:9 — 
“And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father which is in heaven." 


From this you will note that fatherhood and sonship is meant to be the relationship 
between the Lord and His servants: it is meant in a general sense and not specifically for 
Jesus. 


Matthew 24:36 — 


*But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my 
Father only.” 
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This is a definite proof that the Final Hour is unknown to any but Allah, thus Jesus’ 
knowledge is imperfect like all other men; Allah Alone is All-Knowing, Omniscient. 


Matthew 26:39 — 
“And he (Jesus) went a little farther, and fell on his face and prayed, saying, ‘O my 


Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but as Thou 
wilt.’ " 


We note here that the person speaking is unaware of Allah’s Will and realizes the fact 
that he is a servant of Allah. He (Allah) Alone can cause the change. 


the Compilation of the Bible 
Matthew 27:7-8 — 


“And they took counsel and bought with them the potter’s field to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called the Field of Blood, unto this day.” 


From these verses we understand that the Bible (the New Testament) was not written 


during Jesus’ life-time but long after the occurrence of the events described, having been 
retained in the memory of the people. 

Matthew 27:46 — 

“And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with aloud voice, saying, ‘Eli,Eli, lama 
sabachthani? (My God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken me?")" 

This is according to their (Christians’) assumption that Jesus cried in a loud voice saying 
the above words while he was being crucified. This is a great insult as such words could 
only come from unbelievers in Allah. Further, it is incredible that such words should come 


out from a Prophet of Allah because Allah never breaks His Promise and His Prophets never 
complained against His Promise. 


Jesus: Preacher of Monotheism (Tauhid) 

In John 17:3 — 

“And this is life eternal, that they might know Thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom Thou has sent.” 

In Mark 12:28-30 — 

“And one of the scribes came, and having heard them reasoning together, and perceiving 
that he had answered them well, asked him, ‘Which is the first commandment of all?’ And 
Jesus answered him: ‘The first of all the commandments 1s; hear O Israel, the Lord thy God 


is One Lord: and thou shalt love the Lord, thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength: this is the first commandment.’ ” 


In Mark 12:32 — 


“And the scribe said unto him, ‘Well, Master, thou hast said the truth: for there is One 
God; and there is none other but He.’” 


In Mark 12:34 — 


“...he (Jesus) said unto him, ‘Thou art not far from the kingdom of God...” 
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In these verses, Jesus (peace be upon him) himself had testified that Allah is the One 
God, there is none other than Him, and that whoever believes in His Oneness, he is near 
the Kingdom of Allah. Therefore whoever associates partners with Allah or believes in the 
Trinity is far away from the Kingdom of Allah, and whoever is far away from the Kingdom 
of Allah he is the enemy of Allah. 


In Matthew 24:36 — 


*But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of the heaven, but my 
Father only." 


A similar text was quoted from Matthew which is exactly as proclaimed by the Qur'an in 
that none knows when the Hour will come except Allah. This establishes the fact that Jesus 
was subservient to Allah and that he had no share in Divinity: that he was an incarnation of 
God, was an innovation by the people of Canaan. 


In John 20:16 — 


“Jesus said unto her, ‘Mary’. She turned herself, and sayeth unto him, *Rabboni', which 
is to say, Master, Jesus saith unto her, ‘Touch me not: For I am not yet ascended to my 
Father; but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my Father and your Father; 
and to my God and your God.’ Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she has seen 
the Lord, and that He had spoken these things unto her." 


In the above narrative Jesus clearly testified that Allah is his God and their God, making 
no difference between him and them in the worship of the One Allah. Whoever believes that 
Jesus is God has indeed blasphemed against Allah and betrayed Jesus and all the Prophets 
and Messengers of Allah. 
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Biblical Prophecy on the Advent of 
Muhammad (peace be upon him ici) 


John 14:15-16 — 


“Tf you love me, keep my commandments. And I will pray the Father and He shall give 
you another Comforter that he may abide with you forever." 


Muslim theologians have said that *another Comforter" is Muhammad, the Messenger of 
Allah; and him to “abide forever" means the perpetuity of his laws and way of life (Shart'ah) 
and the Book (Qur'an) which was revealed to him. 


John 15:26-27 — 


“But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me: And ye also shall 
bear witness, because ye have been with me from the beginning." 


John 16:5-8 — 


“But now I go my way to Him that sent me and none of you asketh me ‘Whither 
goest thou?' But because I have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheless I tell you the truth; for if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you. And when he is come, he will reprove the world of 
sin, and approve righteousness and judgment." 


John 16:12-14 — 


“T have yet many things to say unto you, but you cannot bear them now. How be it 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak; and he will shew you things 
to come. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and he shall shew it unto you." 


John 16:16 — 


“A little while and ye shall not see me: and again a little while, ye shall see me, because 
I go to the Father." 


Muslim theologians have stated that the person who is described by Jesus to come after 
him — in the above verses — does not comply with any other person but Muhammad 
acsi the Messenger of Allah. This ‘person’ whom Jesus prophesied will come after him 
is called in the Bible ‘Parqaleeta’ This word was deleted by later interpreters and translators 
and changed at times to ‘Spirit of Truth’, and at other times, to ‘Comforter’ and sometimes 
to ‘Holy Spirit’. The original word is Greek and its meaning is ‘one whom people praise 
exceedingly.’ The sense of the word is applicable to the word ‘Muhammad’ (in Arabic). 
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Finality of Proofs on the Fabrication 
of the story of the cross 


(1) The Bible testifies to the fact that Jesus was known among the Jews; he used to preach 
and deliver sermons in the Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem. It was therefore, unnecessary to 
hire a Jew for thirty pieces of silver to direct them to him as related in Matthew. 


(2) It is related that one of the twelve disciples named Judas Iscariot was hired to direct 
the Jews to Jesus. They then sentenced him after which Judas was greatly ashamed and 
dissociated himself from their act and then committed suicide. All this took place within 
twenty-four hours. The contradictions are obvious. 


(3) The clearest proof which alone is sufficient to discredit this Story is when the Jews 
passed the sentence of death against Jesus and intended to get the approval of the governor, 
Pontius Pilate. 


Matthew 27:11-14 — 


‘And Jesus stood before the governor: The governor asked him, saying, ‘Art thou the 
king of the Jews!’ And Jesus said unto him, ‘Thou sayest’: And when he was accused of (by) 
the chief priests and elders he answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, *Hearest thou 
not how many things they witness against thee?' And he answered him never (to) a word..." 


The Christians will interpret the above verse to mean that Jesus wanted to die on the 
Cross for the redemption of mankind and for the forgiveness of their sins. If so, then why did 
he ask to turn away that cup from him (i.e. death)? Why did he cry out while on the Cross 
(as they assume): “O Lord, why hast Thou forsaken me?" How could he have remained 
silent when the truth was being challenged? He was known for his soul-inspiring sermons 
challenging the learned Jewish Rabbis. No sane person can believe in this. If the story of 
the Cross is disproved then the very foundation on which Christianity is based, will be 
demolished. 


Muslims believe that Jesus was not crucified by the Jews as revealed in the Holy Qur'an 
by Allah in a crystal clear manner: V. 4:157,158.— 


“And because of their saying (in boast): ‘We killed Messiah Jesus, son of Mary, the 
Messenger of Allah’; — but they killed him not, nor crucified him, but it appeared so to them 
[the resemblance of Jesus was put over another man (and they killed that man)], and those 
who differ therein are full of doubts. They have no (certain) knowledge, they follow nothing 
but conjecture. For surely, they killed him not (i.e., Jesus, son of Mary). But Allah raised 
him (Jesus) up (with his body and soul) unto Himself (and he zz is in the heavens).. And 
Allah is Ever All-Powerful, All- Wise." 

The Jews themselves, together with the entire Christian world, believe that he was 
crucified. As proofs against their views and to prove the truth of the Muslim verdict through 
the Bible, I prepared the following set of questions based on the Book of Matthew in the 
New Testament of the Bible. (Chapters 26 and 27): 

(1) Did those who captured Jesus (according to their assumption) know him in person? 
or did they not know him? 


Matthew testifies that they did not know him. 
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(2) Was it during the day or night that he was captured? 


Matthew says — it was during the night. 

(3) Who was the one that directed them to him? 

Matthew says: He was one of his twelve disciples called Judas Iscariot. 

(4) Did he direct them free of charge or for a fixed reward which they specified, for him? 

Matthew says: He directed them to him for a fixed reward of thirty pieces of silver. 

(5) What was the condition of Jesus during that night? 

Matthew says: He was fearful and prostrated in prayer saying: *O God, if it is possible 
for You to let this cup pass from me, then let it pass." It is incredible that such words could 


come from a believer in God, let alone a Prophet of God, because all believers believe that 
God has power over all things. 


(6) What was the condition of his eleven disciples? 


Matthew says: Sleep overcame them that night together with their teacher (according to 
their assumption) out of fear. 


(7) Was Jesus contented with their condition? 


Matthew says (verses 40-46): He was not satisfied. He used to come to them to wake 
them up saying: *Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation; the spirit indeed is 
willing but the flesh is weak." Then he would come again to find them asleep and he would 
again wake them up and say the same thing. This weakness could not have been spoken of 
righteous pupils even if they were pupils of an ordinary pious teacher, let alone the disciples 
of Jesus, son of Mary. 


(8) Did they help him when those ruffians captured him? 
Matthew says: They forsook him and fled. 
(9) Did Jesus have confidence in his disciples that night? 


Matthew says: Jesus informed them that they will all forsake him. Then Jesus said unto 
them: “Verily I say unto thee that this night before the cock crows, thou shall deny me — 
thrice.” Peter said unto him, “Although I should die with thee, yet will I not deny thee.” 
Likewise also said all the disciples. And so it happened. 


(10) How did those ruffians capture him? 


Matthew says: They came to him with swords and staves after they were directed to him 
by a Jew, then they captured him as described in verse 57: 

“And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led him away to Caiaphas the high priest, where 
the elders were assembled." 

There they passed the sentence of death on him. The ruffians then took him away, spat on 
his face and struck him with their hands after which they stripped him of his clothes and clad 
him in scarlet robes, then placed a crown of thorns on his head and took him about, teasing 
and mocking him. They said to him: ‘You are the king of Israel according to your claim.’ 
They severely degraded him. 

(11) Who finally decided to pass the death sentence against him? 


Matthew says: He was Pontius Pilate, who was at that time the governor of Palestine. 
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(12) When the ruffians brought that man before the governor and informed him that the 
priest of the Jews passed the sentence of death by crucifixion according to their law (Torah), 
did he believe in them without investigation? 


Matthew says: He did not believe them but asked that man: “Is it true what they have 
said?" He remained silent. The question was repeated and he continued to remain silent. He 
remained silent in view of the truth; it was essential for him even if he was not a Prophet 
to clarify the truth and deny the false accusation of the Jews. The governor's wife went to 
the governor and she said to him: *Have thou nothing to do with that just man? for I have 
suffered many things this day in a dream because of him." 


The Bible states that Jesus delivered lengthy speeches to the Jews rebuking and warning 
them which amounted to defaming them. Then why was he silent that day? The governor's 
intention for asking him was to stand for the truth. 


(13) How was he crucified according to their assumption? 


Matthew says: They crucified him between two thieves both of whom abused him by 
saying to him, “If you are truthful then save yourself.” 


(14) This was a great calamity. What did he say while on the cross (according to their 
assumption)? 


Matthew says (27:46): 


Jesus cried with aloud voice, saying, “Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? (that is to say,) my 
God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?" 


This is a blatant declaration of disbelief according to all theological authorities. Whoever 
relates it to a Prophet is a disbeliever according to the revealed religions. 


Almighty Allah, in the Qur'an warns, the Jews and the Christians against their 
blasphemy; that Jesus is an incarnation of God (Allah) or the son of God (Allah) or in 
rejecting him totally; and that they must believe in him as a Messenger of Allah only: 


“And there is none of the people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) but must believe 
in him (Jesus, son of Mary, as only a Messenger of Allah and a human being) before his 
(Jesus zzii or a Jew's or a Christian’s) death (at the time of the appearance of the angel of 
death). And on the Day of Resurrection, he (Jesus) will be a witness against them." (V.4:159).
